On Tuesday morning, Mayor 1 1 tit * 
chiitHon and City Solicitor Slocum ap- 
peared before the Committee on Cities 
in favor of l he cily'u pel I lion to pay 
Hie widow of the late city Engineer. 
I. T. Farnham, the salary ho would 
have been paid had he lived until Jan- 
uary 1, 191)9. Mr. Slocum briefly re- 
viewed Mr. Farnhnni’s work for the 
city saying that the only error he hnd 
made was In working loo hard. May- 
or Hutchinson hIso assured ihe com- 
mitioe that Ihe public sentiment of the 
city was in favor of the bill, and say- 
ing also fhat .Mr. Farnham was a most 
unusual olfioial. 

Mr. Slocum also spoke in favor of 
ihe bill introduced by authority of the 
aldermen, relative to Ihe use of other 
substances than water in laying dust. 
Mr. Slocum told ihe committee that 
the bill was simply intended fo per- 
fect the present law, and that it had 
received the endorsement of ihe city 
solicitors of Cambridge, Somerville 
ami Boston. He called attention to the 
large amount of water used in street 
walering during the season when the 
supply was short saying that nearly 
500,000 gallons were used each day in 
Newton during the summer. He told 
ihe committee that the cost of water- 
ing with water was 1.5 cents per sq. 
yard, with tarvia B. 1.7 cents per sq. 
yard and wllh terra eolio, 1.4 cents 
per square yard. Mayor Hutchinson 
spoke of ihe strong public demand for 
belter dust preventives than water and 
believed the new dust layers would 
greatly reduce the cost of maintenance . 
of streets. There was no opposition. • 
While the House, by a large ma- 
jority, favored making next Friday a 
legal holiday, in lioror of Lincoln, the 
more conservative Senate promptly 
killed ihe measure when it came be- 
fore them yesterday. 

At the recent hearing on the bill to 
abolish compulsory vaccination, many 
Newton people were noted in ihe large 
audience. Dr. S. A. Kimball, a form- 
er physician of Newton Centre and 
Newton, was one of the speakers who 
favored the bill. 

An interesting hearing was held 
last week on the matter of cost of 
ihe new Charles river dam and basin, 
in my opinion City Solicitor Slocum 
was iu error in favoring a postpone- i 
ment of a commission lo determine ] 
how the cost of this improvement shall 
lie paid. The metropolitan park as- 
sessment commission in 1805 were or- 
dered to make this apportionment: 
and plainly neglected their duty with 
i he ilmsv excuse that it was impos- 
sible at that time to determine what 
i lie cost would be. As these appor- j 
liuuuients are always matters of per- ' 
coinages, the exact cost is not neces- 
sary. The state treasurer told the 
committee last week that ihe annual 
in«'"*esi charge is now something like 
uni) a venr and constantly increas- 
ing and If It is decided io wait lor the 
nexi metropolitan park apportionment 
commission in lPlu it will be 1911 be- 
fore c he various cities and towns in j 
ihe district receive lUeir bills. It i 
seems wise to begin paying for this 
work at the earliest opportunity ami 
at least stopping the interest on the 
interest which is now piling up for 
future payment.

NEWTON MAN’S WILL . 

Mr. Edward H. Mason, as surviving 
trustee of the will of the .late John 
Ashton of Newton Centre, has asked 
the Probate Court of Middlesex Coun- 
ty to determine what disposition he 
shall make of the remainder of the 
estate.

The 
will made a number of bequests and 
provided that the residue of the prop- 
erty should be held in trust, the In- 
come to be paid equally to his two 
children during their lifetime, and 
providing that if they should die be- 
fore coming of age and without issue, 
the property should go to the “Massa- 
chusetts Hospital for diseased and 
wounded soldiers." The son died In 
1872, and the daughter, who remained 
unmarried, died on Jan. 13, 1908. De- 
tails in settling the estate have oc- 
cupied the past year and Mr. Mason 
now wishes to dispose of the residue 
amounting to some $20,000. 

The court is called upon to decide 
whether there is a valid trust, and If 
so, how that trust shall be executed. 
The Massachusetts General Hospital 
claims to be (he hospital intended as 
his legatee by Mr. Ashton and certain 
facts seem to bear out that claim. 
Mr. Mason, however, has included in 
his proceedings before the Probate 
Court every corporation In the state 
known to minister to diseased und 
wounded soldiers, and the decision of 
the court will be of great interest to 
many. The original executors named 
by Mr. Ashton were William Claflln. 
William Morion and David H. Mason. 
Mr. Edward H. Mason succeeded his 
father as executor and on the death of 
the other executors it was nol deemed 
necessary to make appointments In 
their stead. 

SPEEDWAY 

Some opposition has developed in 
West Newton against the establish- 
ment of a speedway on Watertown 
street. Upon application of horsemen 
living in various parts of the city the 
aldermen In their last meeting desig- 
nated that section of tlio 1 borough- 
fare from Washington street to Albe- 
marle road for a speedway during 
such time ns sleighing conditions 
should prevail. The petition, it is 
suid, was signed by all but two resi- 
dents of the section of Watertown 
street included in the reservation. A 
counter petition bus now been placed 
in circulation, it is said that a con- 
siderable number or signatures have 
already been obtained. Jt is expected 
the counter petition will be sent to 
the aldermen at their next regular 
meeting. Meanwhile many horsemen 
are dally enjoying the excellent sleigh- 
ing on Newton's llrsl “olllciul" speed- 
way.

Women’s Clubs. 

Edited byMlss Grace M. Burt. 


At the meeting of the Social Science 
Club on January 27 Mr. Robert A. 
Woods of South End House, Boston, 
spoke upon "City Morality." In or- 
der to be successful in the dealing 
with ihe social problems of a great 
city we must assume the point of 
view of the helpful physician rather 
than the coldly scientific method; we 
must elicit the cooperation of the 
patient. He then went on to discuss 
a number of great typical interests 
of the city, taking up first, the ab- 
sorbing field of business. He is of 
the opinion that business Is not caried 
on less honestly than formerly, that 
the standards are fairly high, yet hon- 
esty is not taken for granted. One 
of the difficulties of modern business 
Is, that while it is upon a fairly strong 
basis of Old Testament ethics, there 
is scarcely a glimmering of New Tes- 
tament ethics. Business means ser- 
vice to the community. We hear 
much about public office being a pub- 
lic trust. The private office should 
alBO be a public trust. It must be a 
part of the social service of the com- 
munity. He illustrated his meaning 
by illustrating from the Christian 
ethics of the sea, where the captain 
Is the last one to save himself and 
alluded to the recent fine example set 
by the captain of the Republic. Bus- 
iness ethics he feared <were too often 
reversed. He referred to certain hope- 
ful signs, such as welfare work that is 
being done by many firms and to the 
efforts to apply principles of democ- 
racy and cooperation, such as organi- 
zations of consumers who are insisting 
that business should not be merely 
honest, but serviceable; that It should 
serve the human Interest of all con- 
cerned. The women's clubs of the 
country, he said, are a force lu helping 
to moralize the great industrial sys- 
tem. Not only are they asserting the 
industrial rights, but are also streng- 
thening the moral fabric of the com- 
munity. 

'Mr. Woods then proceeded to speak 
of the development of trade union*. 
From the moral and human point of 
view we must not consider thorn mere- 
ly an enevltable result of the times, 
for we have in them a great hope and 
promise. It is association that ha3 
made the moral world. The organ- 
izer has more brains than the inven- 
tor. The organization of labor is the 
inevitable tendency of the times. 
Properly conditioned trade unions are 
indispenslble to industry- Tha foun- 
dation of society would be great 1* 
threatened without the organized lab- 
or, for the organization can’t go on 
without the moral law. The ward 
boss Is gradually becoming eliminated 
from labor organizations. These un- 
ions are a powerful means of edu- 
cating the immigrant to the American 
standard of home and wages. 

In discussing city politics he said 
that the first stage of municipal re- 
form is the desire to put in more bon 
eat men, but when we get our second 
wind we realize that we have only 
made a beginning when we have 
reached the point of view of mere 
honesty. We are gradually reaching 
out Into the human motive and are 
drawing leaders into the reform 
movement. The city government is 
beginning to be something human. 
He cited the municipal bathhouse and 
gymnasium. These, he said, are the 
kindergarten training iti the meaning 
of democracy. He told of how the 
South End Improvement Society is 
succeeding in securing better service 
from city officials in the collection 
of waste matter and thereby improv- 
ing the sanitary condition of the 
neighborhood. 

In speaking of the recreation of 
the city lie felt that there is need of 
an organization of leisure, yet there 
would be great danger ill tills organ- 
ization without the moral motive. In 
the theatre he Bees some tendency to 
slough off its greatest evils, it is not 
so bad as it was a dozen years ago. 
In the influence of the cheap maga- 
zines lie finds one of the most hope- 
ful signs of civilization. 

In regard to private and public mor- 
ality. by daring to face, to fight and 
to study t he problems we are learn- 
ing that considerable gains can and 
have been made. 

Two problems of social betterment 
are engaging the interest und sym- 
pathy of all of us, namely, hygiene 
ami locational training. The cam- 
paign against tuberculosis, typhoid 
fever, debasing medicines and 4 lie 
abuse of alcohol represent the van- 
guard of u moralizing movement. Thus i 
fur it hue touched t he reading classes, i 
but has not ns yet reuched the lower) 
classes. Vocational education, lie j 
suid, is bused upon the muxlm that 
every child should have his chance. 
The wealth of a nation lies in the 
productive capacity of its people. Tile i 
best half of genius Is born in t lie | 
working people ami much of it Is 
lost through lack of opportunity. Vo- 
cational training is intended to sup- 
plement the present educational sys- 
tem. He likened the education which 
the children of the poor receive to 
making a tool without un edge. The 
next decade will see It rise to first 
place among educational influence. 

The home life of a vast majority 
in the city does not give a fair chance. 
It threatens to undermine the funda- 
mental morality. Christianity pre- 
supposes a normal home life und a 
wholesome neighborhood. To Improve 
the moral conditions we must seek 
to correct these living conditions. 

A meeting of the Newton Federa- 
tion was held at the New Church 
parlors, Newtonville, on Tuesday af- 


ternoon, January 26. In the absence 
of the president, Mrs. F. H. Tucker, 
vice-president, was in Ihe chair. The 
speakers were Mayor Hutchinson 
and Dr. F. E. Spaulding, superinten- 
dent of schools. 

Mr. Hutchinson spoke by request 
upon "City Finances," giving a clear, 
concise statement of affairs which 
was very enlightening. He told first 
of the method by which we get our 
money, that Is. through taxation. 
There is very little, he said, that Is 
fair nbout taxes. It Is not the fault, 
however, of ihe city; it is rather the 
fault of the law. He cited a recent 
change whereby the holders of cor- 
poration stock Instead of paying the 
total tax In (he city where they live, 
pay one-half there and the other half 
where the corporation Is located. 
This has reduced the city’s Income 
to a considerable degree. Then the 
state tax has greatly Increased in the 
past few years. Newton has $68,000- 
000 taxable property and the Income 
from it amounts In round numbers to 
about one and one-fourth millions 
dollars. He then went on to Bhow 
how that sum is divided among the 
various taxes and how small a pro- 
portion of the sum is really at the 
disposal of the City. Nearly 9% goes 
for state tax, 6% for the county, 8 % 
metropolitan parks, etc., 10% was 
used to meet bonds coming due. 16% 
for interest on funded indebtedness 
and a little more than 23% for the 
schools. That leaves but about 29% 
for streets, lights and all other ex- 
penses of the departments. He said 
that our money is spent to very good 
advantage, that we have a very eco- 
nomical government. 

The cost for the maintenance and 
care of the streets was $60,000 a 
large Item necessarily from the fact 
that we have 160 miles of accepted 
streets. Then they are much used, 
especially by the destructive auto- 
mobiles, so that they require a great 
deal of work to keep them in order. 
In this connection he urged the wom- 
en who use automobiles to avoid the 
use of chains aB far as possible, on 
account of the damage they do to the 
streets, employing them only when 
thero Is snow upon the ground. 

He pointed out another factor, the 
eight hour law, which has materially 
increased the expense. 

When Mr. Hutchinson became may- 
or, he Bald that the condition of the 
trees became a very embarrassing 
matter to him. He had considered 
the matter very carefully, had sought 
expert advice and it was only after 
great deliberation that he had rec- 
ommended the appointment of the 
Forest Commissioner. The man who 
received the appointment, Mr. Buck- 
nam, he was told by authorities on 
the subject was the man who could 
give us the best satisfaction of any 
man in the state. The reason the 
trees are coating so much tblB year 
is because we have spent bo little in 
former years. 

Another matter in which the may- 
or is particularly interested is play- 
grounds. We should have proper 
ones, properly equipped and properly 
supervised. Already skating places 
are under consideration and there 
would have been more places flooded 
had the weather been favorable. 

The care of the public health is an- 
other matter requiring greater con- 
sideration and a larger appropriation. 
If people will take notice they will 
find that already the matter of in- 
spection Is more rigid, in the schools, 
in stables, and also in the matter of 
milk. 

If we could decrease our indebted- 
ness and also the demands made by 
the state then we should have plenty 
of money. A factor which adds ma- 
terially to the City's expeuaea is our 
geographical situation. We are so 
spread out, being In reality eleven 
villages. There ure 23 school houses, 
10 fire slutlons und seven places 
where books from the public llbrury 
are delivered. 

In speaking of the character of our 
City government, ho said, we do not 
realize the quality of our men, of the 
heads of our departments. They are 
all thoroughly honest men. lie paid 
a high tribute to the character of the 
lute City engineer, Mr. Irving T. 
Furnhutn. 

Since it takes a niun a year to 
leurn wlmt should be done. It is an 
advantage to retuln the heads of de- 
partments for some time. He also 
expressed the opinion thnt the mayor 
should have a longer term. In clos- 
ing he uiluded to his proposed meas- 
ure to reduce the number of alder- 
men ami school committee to seven 
and told of plans to bring about clos- 
er relations between the school com- 
mittee, t he ulderntun and the mayor. 

Dr, F. E. Spaulding spoke of 
"School Finances." lie begun his 
talk by giving u schedule of sularies 
ptiid in Newton, it Is the desire of all 
tiie authorities to get the best Sev- 
ille for t lie money available. The 
suluries range from $361)0 to $300, the 
average being $717. Fifty teachers 
receive less than Die average, while 
more than eighty get above tho aver- 
age. 

Dr. Spuulding went on to tell 
much that he hud given iti his last 
year’s report to the school commute, 
of how he has gruduully been 
endeavoring to increase the effi- 
ciency of tho teaching force with- 
out materially increasing the expense. 
He bus fixed upon a sort of sliding 
scale plan by which lie Is putting in 
teachers at a lower salary, but with 
the opportunity of beiug increased as 
efficiency is Increased; until after a 
certain length of service and having 
proved herself proficient she Is placed 
upon the permanent list with a fixed 
minimum salary, $760, which is the 
maximum of most places about here, 


and as much as the present finances 
will allow. This Bum applies to the 
grades, not to the high school. 

This plan, which he cflllB a merit 
system, ho says Is being watched by 
school experts from outBide. In hiB 
opinion it attracts lo us the ldnd of 
teachers we want and also repels 
those who lack ability. In reply to 
a question he explained the sabbat- 
icnl year which has been instituted 
anil showed how little It Increases 
the expense to tho city, while it has 
brought 26 per cent, greater efficiency 
In the schools. The plan provides 
thnt a teacher after a certain length 
of service may have a year off with 
half pay; not a year of recreation, 
but n year for study under tho direc- 
tion of the school department, with 
the understanding that upon her re- 
turn she must remain in Newton as 
a tencher for three years or forfeit 
a certain proportion of the nmount 
site has received during her sabbati- 
cal year. The substitute is not paid 
»n equivalent salary, so that tb4 
amount thus saved goes quite a way 
toward making up the sum paid tho 
teacher off duty. 

Both addresses were full of enlight- 
enment and the women felt that they, 
possessed a much more intelligent un- 
derstanding of affairs. The lateness 
of the hour unfortunately precluded 
the opportunity for as many ques- 
tions as it had been hoped there i 
might be. i

BOSTON 
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Mayor Hutchinson has given the 
city a mild Hensatlon In hts appoint- 
ments for principal assessors in the 
reorganization which has taken effect 
this week. * The selection of Mr. Lewis 
E. Coffin as chairman was anticipated, 
and receives enlire approval, but the 
fact that two new men were named 
is a surprise to those who have fol- 
lowed the recent course of events. 
The mayor has been unusually for- 
tunate in the high character and all 
around ability possessed by his new 
nominees. If new men were to be 
chosen, the mayor is to be congratu- 
lated. The only valid criticism against 
them is their lack of knowledge and 
experience In matters of taxation. In 
this connection it Is a cause of re- 
gret that Mr. Bernard Early, a valu- 
able member of the former board was 
not appointed. It Is rumored that his 
appointment was not made because 
it is the intention of the mayor that 
the principal assessors shall devote 
their entire time to the duties of the 
office. This fact of course would bar 
Mr. Early, whose business position is 
far more important than the office of 
assessor. Mr. Early has, however, an 
extensive knowledge of the laws of 
taxation, was sufficiently expert to be 
appointed by Governor Guild as a 
member of the recent state commis- 
sion of taxation, and has had so wide 
an experience in his yearB of service 
as an assessor and assistant assessor 
In Xewton, that many thought a por- 
tion of his time would be of far great- 
er value to the city than the entire 
time of a new and inexperienced man. 

Considerable regret is expressed 
that In the reorganization of the board 
of assessors, a place was not found 
for Mr. Charles F. Rogers, whose 
faithful, efficient service as an asses- 
sor for the past fifteen years has been 
of great value to the city. Mr. 
Rogers' work, while performed In a 
modest, quiet manner, has always 
been effective, and he has been in- 
valuable to the city in the scrutiny 
and care given the matter of disposi- 
tion of corporation taxes, where a 
wide and accurate knowledge of resi- 
dents of Newton is imperative. 

OLD RESIDENT DEAD 

Mt. Edward F. Miller, for forty 
years a resident of this city, died yes- 
terday at his home, 30 Grove Btreet, 
Aubumdale, at the age of 87 years. 
Mr. Miller was born at Dartmouth, 
N. S.. Feb. 28, 1822, and after serving 
an apprenticeship in shipbuilding, fol- 
lowed the sea until he reached ibe 
position of ship master. He came to 
Boston In 1840 and engaged In ship 
building at Marblehpad and Salem 
and built many of Ihe famous clip- 
pers in the South American and In- 
dian trade, notably the Terria Toppan, 
the La Plata and the Clyde, and was 
also a sub-contractor in the rebuild- 
ing of the famous frigate Constitution. 
He was a pioneer to California In 
1840 and returning, made his home 
in Newton in 1869. In later years he 
was engaged in contracting and bulTd- 
ing. being an Incorporator of the 
Master Builders' Association of Bos- 
ton. He was twice married, first In 
1847, to Miss Maria Jenkins of New- 
tomille, by whom two sons and a 
duughter survive. In 1869. he married 
Miss Olive Dodge of Melrose, who 
survives him, with one son, Alderman 
Franklin T. Miller. 

Mr. Miller lived a quiet retired life 
In tills city, being a member of no 
organizations, except the Centenary 
Methodist church of Auburndale, of 
which he was a trustee and the old- 
est surviving member. Funeral serv- 
ices will be held from 3U Grove street, 
Auburndale, tomorrow. Saturday, at 
two o’clock in the afternoon.

WANTED, AN EXPERT ON 
CHILDREN 

A Nebraska woman says that her 
husband Is raising hogs, and she is 
trying to raise a boy. If one of her 
husband's hogs gives him trouble, all 
he has to do is to write to the govern- 
ment. and it will send him many pub- 
lications on the welfare of hogs. The 
government will write him personal 
letters about his hog, ami if hls trou- 
ble with the porker is persistent, the 
government will send a high-priced 
expert there to study the hog's wel- 
fare. 

This Nebraska woman says that 
when her boy causes her trouble, as 
he often does, and she does not know 
what to do with him any more than 
her husband knew what to do with his 
hog, nnd his welfare needs attention, 
the government has not a single book 
or pamphlet to send her, has no spe- 
cialist to write her about her boy's 
needs, no expert to send out there to 
study hls welfare. Sho says it may 
be as serious a matter for her boy to 
become a bad man as for her husband 
to lose hls hog. 

United States Commissioner Elmer 
Ellsworth Brown asked Congress to 
appropriate $3,000 for the employ- 
ment of an expert In the welfare of 
children. Secretary of the Interior 
Garfield backed up the request as 
necessary to Increase the efficiency of 
the bureau in deullng with a wide 
range of questions affecting school 
children. 

The Journal of Education calls at- 
tention to the fact that the Depart- 
men of Agrietthire has an appropria- 
tion of $13,000,000, and employs 3,000 
experts on all sorts of animals, vege- 
tables and bugs; but Congress thought 
it was too poor to employ even one 
expert for the benefit of 20,000,000 
children.

the foreground of this Improvement 
and a radical change became neces- 
sary. 

The property once occupying a prop- 
er and dignified place in the commun- 
ity, as the trading centre of the early 
village and around which gathered a 
certain amount of sentiment from the 
fact that here one or the leading citi- 
zens of the town had amassed his 
wealth, had become degraded to ig- 
noble use and was a nest of carpenter, 
paint and plumbing shops and Italian 
tenements. 

Here It stood at the very front door 
of Newton Centre, this village or beau- 
tiful churches and homes, a reproach 
in Its midst. It could not be hidden 
or covered up or gotten round. It 
must be destroyed. 

The property was offered for sale 
and a purchaser apeared who pro- 
posed to remodel the old buildings and 
continue the use of the land for stores 
and tenements. Although this would 
have been no doubt an Improvement 
on existing condition*?, the appearance 
Of this very conspicuous location 
would have been still far from satisfy- 
ing and out or harmony with the fine 
business blocks and beautiful depot 
grounds which are the pride of New- 
ton Centre. 

This triangle of land Is one of the 
flrBt which greets the eye of the visit- 
or, whether he approaches by the 
train, or by automobile or carriage 
over beautiful Beacon Btreet. Quick 
action was necBsary. 

That efficient organization, the New- 


to $500 each. The property was pur- 
chased from the owners, the Cousens 
Estate, and put Into the hands of 
three trustees, A. E. Alvord, B. P, Gray 
and A. C. Walworth. Jr., to hold, under 
i -deed of l rust until the necessary 
funds oould be raised and the property 
turned over lo the City of Newton for 
park purposes, to be always kept open. 
Che Association employed one of their 
number, Mr. Herbert J, Kellaway, a 
landscape architect, to make a plan of 
the triangle showing how it might be 
Improved by beautiful terraces, shrubs 
and trees. Two photographic viewB of 
this plot are presented to the readers 
of the Graphic, one showing the dil- 
apidated wooden buildings, as they 
were a few months ago and the other 
the buildings removed and the grounds 
laid out as a park area with trees and 
shrubs; also a plan showing the tri- 
angle in relation to adjoining property. 

The Association at once appointed a 
committee of which Matt B. Jones, ( 
one of the aldermen Troni Ward 6, 
was the chairman, and set about rais- 
ing the funds. Generous contribu- 
tions were received from many of the 
public spirited citizens of Newton Cen- 
tre. Owing to the financial depression 
which affected the whole community 
at this time, the matter was allowed 
to rest for a season. With the return 
of better times and because the City 
was desirous of completing the street 
grading at„that point in connection 
with the change of grade crossings, 
the work was received. 

Early In the summer the Associa- 
tion presented a petition to the city 
government asking that the city ap- 
propriate $4000, provided the Aasocia- 


dermen voted unanimously an appro- 
priation of 13500 as a result of this 
hearing and the efficient work of the 
aldermen from Ward 6 In acquainting 
i he other members of the Board with 
the merits of the proposition, 

A vigorous campaign was re-opened 
by the Association. Large inscriptions 
placed across the sides of the building 
attracted the attention of pedestrians, 
commuters and automobilists. "We 
will make the site of this unpleasant 
sight a beautiful sight when a few 
more contributions come in sight” 1 h 
one of the inscriptions. On another 
side of the block was ihls appeal to 
the civic pride of the residents “We 
need to raise more money to raze this 
building. Have you made your ante?” 
An elaborate three days’ entertainment

at once sold, to be torn down and the 
work of demolition Is now completed. 

Not a single one of the subscrip- 
tions, some of them made nearly two 
years ago, were defaulted and in ad- 
dition several new ones, aggregating 
a considerable amount, were received 
and two gentlemen, neither of them 
residents of Newton Centre but inter- 
ested In its affairs and Identified with 
Its interests, generausly. entirely un- 
solicited, offered to stand good for any 
deficit, one of them to the extent of 
$500 and the other for the same 
amount, provided the amount asked 
from the City was $3000 instead of the 
$3500 voted. 

It is a matter of pride and congratu- 
lation that the trustees are able to 
state that not one dollar was asked or 
the latter gentleman only $300 of the 
former and that they took from the 
City but $3000 of the $3500 appropria- 
tion besides paying taxes on the prop- 
erty up to May 1, 1909, nearly four 
months beyond the date at which the 
property was deeded the city, in accor- 
dance with the provisions of IruBt. 

Thus have patriotic citizens risen to 
serve the interests of the "Village 
Beautiful.” 

Thus also has the slogan, familiar 
in Newton Centre for nearly two years 
"Which shall it be — Ihe block or the 
park?” been answered, and to the men 
and women who have opened their 
hearts and their purses so generously 
this unsightly relic exists only In mem- 
ory and the spot where once it stood 
Is forever dedicated to the uses of a 
publlo park.

LINE. 

How very few among us have real- 
ised. through personal experience, 
what the pangs of starvation muy. or 
mar not accomplish; with our minds, 
our bodies, or even with our Immor- 
tal souls! 

I low very few stop to think what 
It might mean to be homeless, friend- 
lean, utterly destitute uud starving— 
•lowly starving — to death! 

Have you ever looked at the physic- 
al effects of starvation, us written on 
1 he ghastly faces and shrunken forms 
of your less fortunate fellow-men? 

Twenty-live hundred starving men 
may be Interviewed every night In 
No tv York City, ut the unhallowed 
hour of one o'clock; st retching In a 
Kre«t long line, ihai winds up and 
down and In and out through Ihe sil- 
ent. deserted thoroughfares of the 
Bowery. Heedless of the lilting, win- 
try winds, careless of the snow and 
•leet, they huddle together for warmth, 
vet huddle not so that their rightful 
places lit tills dreadful line of starva- 
tion may be usurped, and lost to them. 
Home carry a little rag ol Hacking, 
others a hoard- -the lid ot a barrel, 
mayhap— on which to stand their feet 
uiui so separate them, even that little, 
from the frozen snow. This footrest 
i hey push for wurd. us the line moves 
• lowly onward. Many of them ha\e 
been standing on this miserable pro- 
tection since before midnight, tearful 
lest they should he last on the line, 
uud so Jeopardize their chance of u 
mouthful of food, look at their aim* 
».il:ig shrunken bodies; see the 
w!.,tful eves, staring from pale, blood- 
1, faces. Watch how woltlshly aux- 
lous they grow, us they near (he Mis- 
•ion door; and how their hungry eyes 
glare into the lighted room, fearful 
lUt those who had gone in ahead of 
them would leave nothing behind. 

This is starvation! 

Ou Saturday afternoon I was idly 

out at the drltlloK enow, that 

a „ t, tried and eddied like dry Band Willi 
, ,,t, null o! the eold wintry Want. I 
, 0 . "hllaaard" weather, and, a» 1 
r„red Iron, my .heltered window, 1 
iitonahl ut the poor lellowa aho would 
hare lo line op In Ihe Dread Line that 


night: of the workless men, who. in 
I this great, wealthy city, have nowhere 
io shelter them or to lay their headH 
and rest. 

i was called to the desk. Two men, 
I was told, wished to speak to me. Ah 
1 went toward them I saw that they 
were poorly yet comfortably clad — • 
workmen out of work, most likely. An- 
other appeal, thought 1. Whatever 
can we do for ihls unending throng of 
unfortunates? The men were no bel- 
ter dressed than those who assemble 
nightly in the Bread Line, with the 
exception that these had overcoats on 
—the pawnshop hud not yet got them. 
They were unkempt and dirty; hut, as 
I came nearer, I no i Iced that their 
dirt was of the wholesome, grimy 
kind; the dirt that comes to men who 
are fortunate in being blessed with the 
boon of labor. 

Pulling off i heir hum, they exposed 
to view rough, touz led heads — touzled 
and matted with ihe sweat of work. 
They looked ut each other, and then 
suddenly started off together, "We've 
culled to see you — ” They slopped. 

You give it him, Tom,” said one. 
■No, you!" said ihe other, "you've 
got ihe pa per,” "Tills Is Mr. Karl, 
ain't it?" said the first. "We hear l hat 
you take in money here. I mean” — he 
hurriedly went ou to expluin -"that 
you lake in money here for the poor 
chaps as is out of a job.” "Ye-es,” I 
said, slowly, not finite comprehending 
this unusual approach. "What can 1 
do for you?” 

They didn’t reply for a bit, but 
"Tom" watched his companion, who 
began fishing up, from out of the up- 
pui ently hoi loinless pocket of a well- 
worn overcoat, a mixture of dimes 
and dollars uud cents and quarters 
ami nickels, (lathering the heap to- 
gether, in iwo great, big, black, muscu- 
lar tl hi u . he said, "You have the paper. 
Hob. Tell him how much it is!" 

"Boh" fished u sheet of smudged 
foolscap from out of his pocket, and. 
after several attempts to make ii out, 
handed It over to me lo do so. "Bui 
what Is all UiIh for?” I asked, “This 
here,” he replied, "Is for the pore 
chaps as have nowheres to go at 
nights. It’s from us to them. God help 
'em!” "But you men cannot affurd to 
do this, can you?” I asked. "Is it 


your intention to donate this money to 
the Bread Line?” 

“Well, you see." said "Bob,” "it was 
just like this: The money's not azaek- 
ly on r* u. The fellows up at the yard 
says, says they, "This is an awful cold 
snap. Let’s make a collection for the 
pore fellers as Is out o’ job/ God help 
'em! We know* what it is; and. 
though we take care of our own crowd, 
we knows as there's lots of fellers as 
has no one io fall back on; an* ho the 
hoys all chipped In, and this is what 
vve made up!” 

This was Charity! 

They refused, absolutely, to give 
their names; but looking over the 
straggling list of some thirty or forty 
contributors, I learned ihai this thrice 
blessed and thrice holy gift came from 
ihe earn lugs of the workers In the 
train yards of the New York Central 
Railroad. 

Thus -are Ihe poor ever ihe most 
ready to help the poor; for they know! 
Yes, bitterly indeed do they know! 

Money Is helpful— Is indeed salvu- 
tion to those starving men; bui If you 
in ihe city, who read tills, would hunt 
up some odd Jobs around your houses, 
or create a little supplementary work 
'u your factories and offices — some- 
thing that might be left over till Ihe 
summer, hut that could he done Just 
now; a ml if you people in the country 
would think up some labor around 
your barns and outhouses, or formu- 
late your spring plans u little ahead of 
time, you will not only experience the 
exquisite pleasures of "Sweet Char- 
ity," but you will benefit yourselves 
In the doing of real live missionary 
work; probably saving the lives, and 
mayhap the souls, of honest working 
men. Remember that these men are 
walling! That the work Is not wanted 
next April, or next June— It Is needed 
now! 

Come! What say you? Will not 
you also "chip In," with a little work, 
for l liese workless men?

LINCOLN— A MASTER 

Sermon by Rev. Albert Hammatt ol 
Newtonville 


Speaking in commemoration of the 
hundredth anniversary of the birth 
of Abraham Lincoln, Mr. Hammatt 
chose for his text the words or Christ 
In St. Matthew 16:15, “Whom say ye 
that 1 am?” ami summing up the life 
of Lincoln and his service to the na- 
tion, found his answer in these words: 
"Thou art a master." 

Lincoln, he said, was a master of 
poor, humble beginnings. His father 
was a carpenter, mighty poor at his 
trade, a restless rover without ambi- 
tion, capacity or character. Abraham 
Lincoln had had less than a year of 
scattered, sporadic schooling. He use*d 
to study while the horseB were resting 
and by the flickering and dim light 
of the pine pitch knots. For a long 
time his library consisted of only 
eight volumes, the Bible, Shakespeare, 
Robert Burns, Robinson Crusoe. Aes- 
ops Fables, and the biographies of 
Washington, Franklin, anti Clay. He 
read them, he mastered them, he 
memorized them. He always led his 
classes. He was the champion speller, 
wrestler, fighter, peace maker, in this 
rude, crude, barbaric life on the fron- 
tier. He was a giant in physical stat- 
ure, standing 6 feet. 4 inches, and It 
was said that he could strike a heavier 
blow, and put the axe deeper into the 
wood than any other man. His was 
the splendid birthright of poverty. He 
actually worked for the princely sum 
of thirty cents a tlay. When elected 
to the legislature he had only money 
enough to pay for a week’s board. In 
his memorable debates with Douglas, 
while Douglas was travelling about 
In special cars amid every luxury, 
Lincoln had to beg his way from place 
to place. And when elected to the 
Presidency and on his way to Wash- 
ington he had to borrow money to pay 
his inaugural expenses. Thus was he 
a master of poor and humble begin- 
nings. 

Characterizing Lincoln as a master 
of clear cut, incisive speech, Mr. Ham- 
matt recited many passages from ad- 
dresses Illustrating his brilliant ora- 
tory, his compelling and persuasive 
speech, and at the same time his 
•trength of character, hia firmness for 
the right, his profound interest In the 
welfare of the soldierB, and his pathet- 
ic concern for the widow and orphan. 
To these distinguishing qualities In 
the mind and character of the mar- 
tyred president, the preacher traced 
the love and admiation of the entire 
world. 

As a wonderful master of men, he 
said, there were three men in partic- 
ular with whom Lincoln was neceB- 
■arily closely associated, who required 
the forbearance of a Job, and the 
faith and magnanimity of Saint John, 
and Saint Peter, and Saint Paul com- 
bined. The first man was McClellan, 
who was alike judicial and fair, and 
a man of great ability, a man of bril- 
liant parts, admirably verBed In mil- 
itary tactics, but a marvelous procras- 
tinator, who was at the Bame time un- 
able to Bee straight. On one occasion, 
equipped with 104,000 Federal troops, 
splendidly armed and ready to fight, 
be said the Rebs had 150,000 when as 
a matter of fact they only had 47,000 
and those poorly armed. But Lincoln 
mastered him, and when he went on 
procrastinating, Lincoln Bald "Well, if 
McClellan is not using the Army, I 
would like to borrow It.” Another man 
mastered by Lincoln was Solomon P. 
Chase, Secretary of the Treasury In 
Lincoln’s cabinet, whom the president 
knew was the right man in the right 
place, but who from Jealously never 
liked Lincoln. The third man was 
Edwin M. Stanton, who falling to se- 
cure the nomination for the presi- 
dency himself, had the impertinence 
to write Lincoln that he better sur- 
render the reins of government to 
one who knew how to do it, but who 
after close association throughout the 
dark hourB of the nation's peril was 
so far mastered that when the aa- 
BasHln got in his deadly work and the 
cabinet was gathered around the bed- 
side of the dying martyr and the doc- 
tor pronounced that death had en- 
sued, delivered this superb tribute: 
“Gentlemen, there lies the most per- 
fect ruler that the world has ever 
kifbwn, but now he belongs to the 
ages.” 

Then Lincoln was the master of 
his purpose, the supreme godlike pur- 
pose that had its Issue In liberty and 
democracy. And the lesson Is firBt 
to young men. Every young man 
everywhere with an inspiration like 
that ought to be a master. It does 
not make any difference whether you 
have wealth, culture, or social pull. 
It depends upon what Lincoln hud, 
and what every one of us Bhould 
have, a high, noble purpose, and that 
"do or die" purpose that hurls you 
on to victory. Any young man cun 
read the life of this master and 
catch the Inspiration, 

Then there is a lurger musiery. U 
is the mastery in America. Every 
hour in our country through the love 
of God has been providentially pro- 
vided the right man. When the peo- 
ple were ignorant, then came Horace 
Mann with free public schools; when 
it was confronted with taxation with- 
out representation, then came George 
Washington; and when it came to t lie 
question of xllsruption and slavery, 
then caiue Lincoln. Now the hour 
has struck when America has got to 
have a new muster in the great war 
that is here in our midst, — the Indus- 
trial war, and as true as Lincoln won 
out, so do 1 believe that a social 
master will rise and he will be the 
master of justice. 

The situation at Brockton will up- 
peal to every man as a good illustra- 
tion. There was Douglas with a shop 
of five thousand men. It was agreed

He received 
his education in the Newton schools 
and for many yearB was a successful 
farmer. Later he entered the coal 
and wood business, in which he was 
also successful. He was a member of 
the First church. He is survived by 
a widow and three children, Dr. Lu- 


that every dispute should be settled 
by arbitration, but this agreement 
was repudiated by the men them- 
selves. The result was the partial 
wreck and ruin of that city. Hun- 
dreds of men are Idle. Firm after 
firm are leaving the city. Who Is at 
fault? The working men? not wholly. 
Douglas? no. Who is at fault? The 
people. They have got a community 
of splendid business men there, but 
as Mr. Filene said In hlB address In 
Boston the other day. It is due to the 
selfishness of the public, for the pub- 
lic was not Interested sufficiently at 
the outset to find out where the 
trouble was. If I understand it cor- 
rectly it is due to the fact that the 
unions in City A will have one price, 
in City B another price, and in City 
C still a third price. How long will 
It take to wreck cities A and B when 
In City C the same work is being 
done for less price? Who is inter- 
ested? Douglas? Yes. Labor unions? 
Yes. Anybody else? Yes. You are 
Interested. I am Interested. Every 
American patriot everywhere is In- 
terested. There Is the root of the 
trouble. Why I heard Lincoln Bteb- 
bins a week ago 'Monday voice a mes- 
sage that I have not dared to voice, 
and I question If a man here would 
dare voice the message, though every 
one muBt have thought it. When the 
laboring men succeed in organizing 
the labor parly, what will become of 
capital? You have thought it; I have 
thought It. We cannot evade the 
great war that is on. The slave is 
emancipated: It Is Industrial slavery 
now. It is not a question of labor; It 
is not a question of capital; il is not 
a question of the public. It Is a ques- 
tion of them all, and you will never 
settle this war until you settle it 
right, and the right is not merely 
wages, pay und Justice, but love,— 
the love of a martyred president, like 
unto the love of Jesus Christ. There 
has got to be more real love and in- 
terest between employer and em- 
ployee and the whole public. And I 
believe with you that America will 
work out this great problem us she 
has all other great problems, and we 
will have a master come who will re- 
veal to us social justice. It is not 
the lime for passion, for class hatred. 
It is a question for calm, thoughtful, 
Judicial study. You will remember 
that when DougluB was getting the 
greatest applause, and Lincoln was 
getting none, some of his friends said, 
••Inject more wit, more anecdotes, in- 
to your stories; get more applause." 
Lincoln raised himself to his full 
height, ami said, "Gentlemen, I am 
not here to win applause: 1 am not 
here to entertain t lie crowd; but I; 
am here to convince the people.” 

Abraham Lincoln was a great four- 
fold master, und his appeal to us to- 
day Is I believe to the young man to 
take a hard, a difficult task, and win 
out. And It is to the business man, 
and to the minister, und citizen, to 
realize that the greatest success In 
America to-day must be through the 
union of ail. in the service or all.

MRS. LANE DEAD 

I Mrs. A. Maria Lane, the only slater 
of Mrs. O. Fred Simpson of this city,

Mrs. Lane was a splendid type of 
the New England woman and when 
young had marked personal beauty 
which she retained until a late period 
in life.

MISS AYRES DEAD. 

Last week Wednesday a cablegram 
from the island of St. Thomas, Dan- 
ish West IndleB, brought to Rev. M. 
C. Ayres and Mrs. AyreH, of 1619 
Centre street, Newton Highlands, the 
inexpressibly lamentable tidings of 
the sudden death of their eldest 
daughter, MIsb Ida Ayres. She was

Ida Ayres was graduated from the 
grammar school in Newton Highlands 
in 1888, and from the Newton High 
School in 1892; with the distinction 
of class historian. After pursuing 
courses of special study in the New 
England Conservatory of Music and 
the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, she became In the autumn of 
1896, "literary editor" of the Boston 
Daily Advertiser, of which news 
paper her father was editor. She held 
this ipBition for the ensuing flvp 
years, during which time she wrote 
for publication in The Advertiser re- 
views of the most important books 
currently printed in this country. 
Since the beginning of the school 
year of J 903-4 she has been connected 
with the public school system of the 
Island of Porto Rico, latterly as sup- 
ervisor of drawing. The despatch an- 
nouncing her death was sent from St. 
Thomas to Mr. Leonard P. Ayres, her 
brother now in New York City, who 
was formerly general superintendent 
of Porto Kicun schools, und waB by 
him forwarded to Newton Highlands.

The Committee on Rules reported 
favorably on the matter of establish- 
ing a standing committee on Schools 
and the matter was laid over until j 
the next meeting for action.

The First Cookbook. 

To the Romans belong the honor of 
bnvlDg produced the first European 
cookery book, and, though the author- 
ship Is uncertain, it Is generally attrib- 
uted to Caelius Aplcns, who lived un- 
der Trajan, 114 A. D. Here are two 
recipes from this ancient collection: 

“First, for a sauce to be eaten with 
boiled fowl, put the following Ingredi- 
ents Into n mortar: Aniseed, dried mint 
and Inzer root, Cover them with vine- 
gar, add dates and pour In llquamen 
(a distilled liquor made from large flBh 
which were salted and allowed to turn 
pntrid In the sun), oil and a small 
quantity of muBtard secdB. Reduce all 
to a proper thickness with sweet wine 
warmed, and then pour this same over 
your chicken, which should previously 
be boiled In aniseed water." 

The second recipe shows the same 
queer mixture of Ingredients: “Take 
a wheelbarrow of rose leaves and 
pound In a mortar; add to It brains of 
two pigs and two thrushes boiled and 
mixed with the chopped up yoke of 
egg, oil, vinegar, pepper and wine. 
Mix and pour these together nnd stew 
them steadily nnd slowly till the per- 
fume Is developed."— Chambers' Jour- 
nal. 

Which Foot Walks Faster? 

You may think this a very silly ques- 
tion to ask. but It Isn't, It is a simple, 
demonstrable fact, which you can 
prove to your own satisfaction In a 
very few minutes. If you will take a 
pavement that is clear, so that there 
will be no Interference, and walk brisk- 
ly In the center, you will find that be- 
fore you have gone fifty yards you 
have veered very much to one side. 
You must not make any effort, of 
course, to keep In the center, but If you 
will think of something and endeavor 
to walk naturally you cannot keep a 
direct line. The explanation of this lies 
In tho propensity of one foot to walk 
faBter than the other, or one leg takes a 
longer strldo than the other, causing 
one to walk to one side. You can try 
on experiment In this way by placing 
two sticks about eight feet apart, then 
stnnd off about sixty feet, blindfold 
yourself and endeavor to walk between 
thorn. l r ou will find* It almost impos- 
sible.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME. 


City Solicitor Slocum appeared this 
week before the Committee on Tax- 
ation in favor of the bill presented by 
the City of Newton to revise the basis 
of assessment for the state tax by 
eliminating the amount of the valua- 
tion of the corporation tax. This bill 
seeks to remedy the unjust situation 
created by the legislature of last year, 
which took away one half of our cor- 
poration tax and retained the valuation 
on which that tax was levied in the 
basis for determining the state tax. Un- 
der the present laws Newton suffers 
the loss of one half its Income from 
this sourfce and is assessed for Its 
share of the state tax on the whole 
valuation of the corporation tax. 

Another hearing of some interest to 
Newton people, altho the city’s inter- 
est is purely academic, was on the bill 
which seeks to put the kindergartens 
into the regular school system. It 
may be news to many of our citizens, 
but our kindergartens are maintained 
In this city because we desire them 
and not as a requirement of law. I 
feel sure that no effect to abolish kin- 
dergartens would succeed in Newton, 
but the Newtonvllle Women’s Guild 
the other day passed a resolution fav- 
oring the bill now’ under discussion, so 
It Is evident that my opinion is not 
universal. At the hearing a letter was 
read from Supt. of Schools Spaulding 
as to the value of the kindergarten In 
school work. 

The bill to allow the city to pay a 
sum of money to the widow of the late 
City Engineer, has been passed by 
both branches and signed by Gover- 
nor Draper. 

The manner In which the Great and 
General Court passes its financial leg- 
islation is most unbusinesslike. The 
Ways and Means Committee are con- 
tinually recommending the adoption of 
individual bills appropriating certain 
sums of money for this or that depart- 
ment. It is evident that no one out- 
side of the members of that Committee 
has any Idea as to the total amount 
which will be voted upon before the 
close of the session. 

Speaker Walker at the beginning of 
the session spoke briefly and earnestly 
on this subject in the following words: 

‘•Under the present method of mak- 
ing up the budget In the Massachusetts 
Legislature there Is no adequate check 
on the expenditure of public money. 
No one In responsible for estimates, 
and requests for appropriations ex- 
cept for offices, boards, and commis- 
sions asking the appropriations. I 
make no charge of extravagance, for I 
know that the boardB and commissions 
In this Commonwealth are made up of 
high class conscientious men. I do 
say, however, that no adequate investi- 
gation of such requests Is made by any 
one outside such hoards and commis- 
sions. The only body which stands be- 
tween the public treasury and those 
asking appropriations is the Legisla- 
ture itself, represented by your Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, and, of 
course, t he governor. This places a 
great responsibility upon that commit- 
tee. which does much good work. I 
believe that t he time is coming when 
it will be necessary for the governor 
to make himself responsible for the 
budget by approving It before it Is 
presented to the Legislature, or else 
that a board of estimate and appor- 
tionment be established. 

It Is evident that hls suggestions 
have fallen on barren soil and that 
the state’s money, of which the city 
of Newton will pay 2 per cent, next 
full, is to be passed upon in such com- 
paratively small amounts as to be dis- 
regarded by I he majority of the law- 
makers until the day of (Inal reckoning 
shall arrive and a six million state tax 
is to be fat ed. The Common wealth of

LINCOLN DAY

It is appropriate that the National 
observance of this day should receive 
due recognition from all our forms 
of government, for Lincoln, the Exec- 
utive, possessed a profound respect 
for constitutional and statutory law; 
always insisting upon enforcement 
tempered with compassion for the. mis- 
guided, but not the wilful violators of 
the law’s requirements. 

It is essential that there be recog- 
nition from our organized bodies, pat- 
riotic, political, educational, social 
and religious, for in thlB life of public 
service were Intermingled the rarest 
traits of natural strength, intelligent 
conceptions of duty, and unselfish de- 
votion to all institutional endeavors 
for the betterment of humanity. 

But above all, It seems to me. is 
this day entitled to our thoughtful, 
thankful recognition as individuals. 
The real grandeur of the man was in 
no way more evidenced than In his 
natural, simple, righteous living. 

In poverty, obscurity, prominence 
and power, he met temptation, per- 
plexities and sorrows with never fall- 
ing serenity and faith. Surely for the 
Individual, for the living of to-day and 
all who may come after, the Inspira- 
tion Is In the better performance of 
the duty next at hand, with modesty, 
sincerity and love. 


After singing by the Post trio of* 
"Our Dear Land. America," Rev. Ad- 
elbert L. Hudson of Channing church 
delivered the oration on "Lincoln, the 
Ideal of Humanity." 

All joined in singing the hymn, "On- 
ward, Christian Soldiers,” and then 
Paul H. Smart or Newton Highlands 
read the Gettysburg address In splen- 
did style. 

The exercises concluded with the 
singing of "America” and ihe bene- 
diction by Rev. J. T. Stocking of Cen- 
tral church, Newtonvllle.

The F. S. circuit court of appeals 
Wednesday reversed the Judgment of 
the circuit court nnd set aside a ver- 
dict of $426 Tor the pin ini iff In the 
suit of Florence R. McGulrk of New- 
ton ngnliist Edward J\ O’Hnlloran. 
Bernard F. Burke nnd Edward Des- 
mond, police officers of Newton. 

Plaint Iff sued for an alleged false 
arrest which occurred Feb. 1 , 1906. 
She was nnnignetl In the Newton po- 
lice court Fell. 2, 1906, and fined $40 
Tor keeping a disorderly house, which 
she paid. Stilt wns brought Ihe fol- 
lowing September In the U. S. court, 
when Mrs. McGulrk charged in part 
that the warrant served Feb. 1, 1906, 
described her as Florence McQulrk. 
when It should have rend Florence B. 
McGulrk. 

A Jury returned n verdict in her 
favor for $2216.76. Later tills verdict 
wns set aside nnd a new trial ordered. 
Tho second trinl resulted In a verdict 
for Mrs. McGulrk In the sum of $425. 

From this later verdict Ihe o nicer s 
took nil nppenl to the U, s. circuit 
court of appeals, with Justices Colt, 
Putnam nml Aldrich sitting. Their de 
clslon was: 

"Judgment or the circuit court Is 
reversed, tho verdict set aside and the 
case remanded to that court for pro- 
ceedings not inconsistent with our 
opinion passed down this I8lh day of 
February, 1909, and the plaintiffs In 
error recover their costs of appeal.”

The 
speaker considered Lincoln an Equal, 
In high minded patriotism, to Chat- 
ham, Edmund Burke and Pitt, that he 
believed the party should be used as 
a means toward good government, and 
that hls name to future generations 
will be an Inspiration for equal jus- 
tice and right. He was a man fore- 
ordained, with malice toward none and 
charity toward all, to lead the col- 
ored race out of bondage and unite 
the American people. Dl\ Ames closed 
with reminiscences of Lincoln who he 
met on several occasions and one time 
entertained him as a guest. The other 
speaker was Hon. Samuel L. Powers 
who spoke at length of President Lin- 
coln’s boyhood and early manhood, 
his efforts to get an education and rise 
above hls environment, and stated 
that hls aim in life wns to master the 
question of slavery. During the even- 
ing the company sang "The Battle 
Hymn of the Republic," written by 
Mrs. Julia Ward Howe; Ihe song ‘‘Ab- 
raham Lincoln," written by Frederick 
L. Homer and closed with "America."

EVENING SCHOOL GRADUATES. 


Graduating exercises for the stu- 
dents of the evening school In the 
Ralph Waldo Emerson schoolhouse at 
Newton Upper Falls took place Tues- 
day evening, when diplomas were 
awarded 75 persons.

Nominating a President. 

Until tbo constitutional amendment 
ef 1804 the president niul the vice pres- 
ident were voted for on tho same bal- 
lot, the man with the second highest 
number of votes becoming vice presi- 
dent. Tho presidential electors have 
not alwnj** been chosen by populnr 
vote. 

Before 1809 tt was the general cus- 
tom for the state legislatures to choose 
the electors, and it was not until 1S2* 
that presidential electors were chosen 
In Hearty alt the states b.v popular vote. 
As Into as 1870 tho Colorado legislature 
chose the three presidential clei tors to 
represent that state. There U nothing 
In the constitution to prevent any state 
legislature naming its own electors 
without appeal to the people provided 
such a method of election is prescribed 
by the state laws. 

From 1800 to 1824 presidential can- 
didates were chosen by the members 
of congress in caucus. In 1824 the 
electoral college failed to mHke a cholco 
from the candidates so submitted, and 
the matter went to the house of repre- 
sentatives. Four years later Tennes- 
see’s legislature nominated Andrew 
Jackson without any reference to the 
congressional caucus. His opponent, 
John Quincy Adams, was nominated In 
the old way, but that was the end of 
presidential nominations by congres- 
sional caucus.

The West Newton Women’s Educa- 
tional Club will hold Its next meeting 
on February 26, at 2.30 P. M. There 
will be a Musicals.

The well-known ar- 
tists Miss Grace Collier, violinist, and 
Miss Collier, accompanist, will ap- 
pear. The Book Discussion upon “The 
Lady of the Decoration," by Frances 
Little will be conducted by Mrs. Wal- 
lace A. Fitch, leader. 

The Social Science Club completed 
itB course upon the Modern City at Its 
meeting on Wednesday morning with 
a paper by Mrs. Nella I. Daggett on 
•"City Amusements." These were spok- 
en of as an important element In a 
city’s growth, and os one of the things 
that attracts people from the country. 
Under the various classes of amuse- 
ments were Included, reading,— from 
the penny paper to the choicest liter- 
ature, — pictures, games both athletic 
and cards, and entertainments both 
music and the theatre. The writer 
emphasized the Improvement of the 
cheap magazines over the so-called 
dime novel, the moral Influence of pic- 
tures and deplored the fact that so 
many of us do not take advantage of 
the art museums. She read a humor- 
ous description of the game of bridge 
which she had gleaned Bomewhere. 
After speaking of the value of music 
as a means of entertainment, Mrs. Dag- 
gett gave a comprehensive account of 
the development of dramatic literature 
and the rise of the theatre. The first 
theatre In Boston was established in 
1794 and in New York in 1753. It was 
the speaker’s opinion that very few of 
the modern plays will live as have 
those of the Elizabethan age. Nine- 
tenthB of those brought In the United 
States are financed from New York. A 
large proportion of them are either 
morally bad or aesthetically bad, while 
there are comparatively few that really 
appeal to those of good taste. It is 
generally conceded that the managers 
give what the public demands. Anoth- 
er sort of entertainment, the moving 
picture shows, was spoken of as being 
questionable, especially for children. 
In the course of the discussion an ac- 
count of the musical festivals which 
have been held in Worcester for more 
dhat fifty years were Bpoken of by Mrs. 
Bylngton, The personal responsibility 
of those of good taste in the matter 
of demanding good plays waB particu- 
larly emphasized and the desire that 
good muBlc may be open to those of 
small means, who need and waijt It 
was expressed by many who partici- 
pated in the discussion. The president 
in summing up the morning’s work, 
said, that the attitude toward amuse- 
ments has changed from the old Pur- 
itan days; they should not be tabooed, 
but merely need correcting.

There seems to have been a mis- 
understanding concerning a recent 
meeting held under the auspices of 
the Newton Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, at which Mayor Hutchinson and 
Dr. F. E. Spaulding spoke.

TWENTY-FIFTH ANNIVERSARY 

The Newtonville Woman's Guild sel- 
ebrated Its twenty-fifth anniversary at 
Us meeting on Tuesday, February 16th. 
A delicious luncheon was served to 
the members at one-thirty under the 
direction of Mrs. W. P. Upham of the 
social committee. The table decora- 
tions of Jonquils gave a cheerful, 
spring-like atmosphere to the room 
quite In contrast to the dreary day 
without. A short social time followed 
the luncheon, after which the meeting 
was called to order by the president, 
Mrs. Wallace C. Boyden, who presen- 
ted the chairman of the afternoon, 
Mrs. H. H. Carter. The program 
opened with songs by Mrs. G. R. Pul- 
slfer accompanied by Mrs. A. P. Car- 
ter. Mrs. Mary R. Martin, who haB 
been recording secretary of the Guild 
for nearly the whole time, was the 
first speaker . She had been asked to 
tell everything in fifteen minutes. Mrs. 
Martin humorously referred to the 
warnings she had been given not to 
step on the toes of others who were to 
speak, but Just to skip from mountain 
peak to mountain peak. She had found 
It, she said, difficult to skip from peak 
to peak, so she had preferred to call 
It a sunny, smiling plain that she was 
looking back upon. She then went on 
to give some account of the forming 
of the Guild under the Inspiration of 
Miss Smead and Mrs. Dickinson. 
Those were telephoneless, autoless, 
trolleyless, unhurried days. There has 
always been a spirit of friendliness pe- 
culiar to the Guild. Among Interest- 
ing factB mentioned by Mrs. Martin 
was that the organization meeting of 
the State Federation was held In New- 
tonville and the Guild, as hostess, gave 
the luncheon. She also spoke of var- 
ious outings which the club has had 
from time to time. In closing she 
said that in all this sunny plain there 
haB not been one thunder storm. 

Mrs. Wallace C. Boyden. the next 
on the propram, gave an original poem 
which summed up appropriately the 
work and spirit of the Guild, and which 
will probably be printed in an early 
Issue of the Graphic. 

Mrs. Carter introduced the "Statis- 
tician. Myself” and went on to say 
that In all the twenty-five years the 
policy as laid down by the rounders 
had not been changed, for they had 
planned very wisely. The club started 
with a philanthropic purpose, giving 
to the hospital from the beginning, 
looking after the poor In the commu- 
nity, much as la done by the Associa- 
ted Charities to-day. A branch of the ; 
Needlework Guild was established and 
through this 6096 new garments have 
been made and given to various or- 
ganizations in the city, the Pomroy 
Home, the hospital, the day nurseries 
at Nonantum and West Newton, to the 
Associated Charities and to the Dis- 
trict Nursing Association. An annual 
contribution of jellies, etc., is given 
to the hospital; In the last four years 
alone 624 have been contributed. The 
! club has raised much money beyond 
membership fees, the total income for 
the 25 years has been $13,664 of which 
about $8000 has been used for charit- 
able purposes. The gifts to the New- 
ton Hospital alone have amounted to 
more than $5000. In closing Mrs. Car- 
ter asked two questions, Has this beeu 
worth while? and as the members look 
back over their cash accounts, do they 
not consider that money Bpent for the 
Guild as wbll spent and one of the 
items they could not do without? 

Another group of songs by Mrs. Pul- 
sifer followed at this point. 

The rest of the lime was given to 
personal reminiscences. Mrs. G. F. 
Kimball one of the charter members, 
spoke of the social atmosphere as one 
of the strongest and most beneficial 
things of the club; she alluded to 
some of the outings and recalled some 
of the programs and touched humor- 
ously upon the anxiety she had felt 
when a vice-president, lest all the 
other vice-presidents (They are num- 
erous) should fail and she should be 
called upon to preside. 

Mrs. Dwight K. Bartlett, one of the 
newest members, told of her reception 
Into the Guild upon coming from what 
New Englanders call the West, but 
which In reality waB only Detroit 
whose inhabitants consider themselves 
as living quite far East. She told en- 
tertainingly of her attempts lo be- 
come a Bostonian by immediately sub 
scribing for the Boston Transcript, the 
Atlantic Monthly, opening an account 
ut Hovey’s, purchasing a rubber plant 
and a Boston Fern. As yet she had 
not become ©dieted to the Boston bag. 
She told or Hopklnson Smith’s compar 
Ison of the Northern and Southern wo- 
men in which he feared that the North- 
ern women were losing some of the 
Boctal graclousuess of those of the 
South. This she turned us a compli- 
ment to the president of the Guild lu 
that she combined the qualities of 

b °Mns. H. H. Gibbs enlivened the pro- 
grain by an amusing accouut of what

It 
was the flrBt time that Newton High 
has not won the meet. The scores 
of the three contestants were: Brook- 
lino High, 32 points; Newton High, 21 
pointB; and Cambridge Latin, 10 
points.

The star race 
of the day was the 1000-yard run in 
which Captains Gardner Whitney of 
Brookline, Frank Close of Cambridge 
and D. Mahoney of Newton were the 
contestants.

MR. WEST HONOREO 

Charles F. West, who for BO years 
has served as letter carrier at the 
Boston postoffice, was given a recep- 
tion by the Boston letter carriers' as- 
sociation at Faneuil hall Monday af- 
ternoon. More than 600 carriers, with 
40 superintendents, formed in line and 
[marched to the state house, where they 
wer received by Gov. Draper. Follow- 
ing this they proceeded to the music 
of the Letter Carriers’ band to Fan- 
euil hall where luncheon was provid- 
ed. 

Pres. Philip Reagan of the associa- 
tion presided and introduced Postmas- 
ter E. C. Mansfield, who made a speech 
of congratulation. Carrier Murray of 
lie Back Bay station, in a witty speech 
presented Mr. West with a steel purse 
containing $50 In gold. Mr. West re- 
plied with a speech of thanks, and 
then gave a description of the service 
of half a century ago, and told sever- 
al of his own experiences as carrier. 
An entertainment was then given by 
members of the association. 

Among the guests besides Postmas 
ter Mansfield were Asst. Postmaster 
Frank H. Haynes and other poBtoffice 
officials. A letter was read by John 
H. Brennan, chairman of the commit- 
tee in charge of the reception, from 
Postmaster General George von L 
Meyer, expressing his regret at his In 
ability to accept an invitation to be 
present, and stating that the long ser- 
vice of Mr. West and hiB excellent 
record should be an Incentive to all 
young letter carriers, 

Mr. West entered the service In 
1859, when a boy of 19. In point of 
service, he is the oldest carrier not 
only lu Boston but in the entire coun- 
try. and Is believed to be the only sur- 
viving “penny postman.” He has 
served under 10 different postmasters, 
from Nahum Capen to the present In- 
cumbent. He Is as young In appear- 
ance* as he was 10 years ago, and in 
spite of his 69 years is as vigorous as 
any of Ills younger fellow carriers. 
For several years he has been employ- 
ed as collector of mail In the down- 
town district. 

When a hoy he used lo live on Pur- 
chase street, and later on Washing- 
ton street, In u house next to the Old 
South meeting house. His present 
home Is at 303 Highland avenue, West 
Newton.

Women's Clubs. 

Edited byMIss Grace M. Burt. 

The meeting of the State Federa- 
tion hold at Medford last week, an 
account of which will be found be- 
low Is the Important event of the past 
week. It was a meeting par excel- 
lance in every respect. The (subjects 
were vital ones and the treatment all 
that could he desired. The hostess 
club did everything for the comfort of 
the guests and all came away with 
a feeling that It had been worth while. 
During the luncheon hour the Club Ed- 
itor became separated from her friends 
and after a moment’s hesitation de- 
cided to sit In the first vacant place 
that presented Itself. The result was 
most happy for she found herself 
among representatives from two Ha- 
verhill clubs with whom she had had 
correspondence relative to Federation 
work. These clubs, each with a mem- 
bership of less than thirty, are of wide- 
ly differing aims, one being a study 
club, while the other was organized 
particularly for civic work. It may be 
of interest to the Newton women to 
know what this small club accom- 
plished last year for it is easy to be- 
come disheartened or to feel that In a 
small club such attempts are worse 
than useless. Here is the outline aB 
sent In by the secretary. 

1st. Inspected markets and sent re- 
port to Board of Health which report 
was accepted by them. 

2nd. Assisted clerks In trying to 
close stores on Monday evenings and 
Wednesday afternoons through July, 
August and September. 

3rd. Petitioned the City for a pub- 
lic playground; were refused by them 
and the club then raised funds by 
subscription and ran playground al) 
summer. It was a success. 

4th. Sent letters to congressmen 
relative to Child Labor and Tubercu- 
losis. 

5th. Signed petitions protesting 
against Spanish War Veterans bill and 
for the suppression of all cruelties in 
Russia. 

6th. Helped the Board of Health 
for an Inspector of milk.

Everett. "Sir Walter Scott” was the 
subject for the afternoon. A paper 
on his life and works was read by 
Mrs. John Temperley. This was fol- 
lowed by the reading of "The Lady of 
the Lake” by Mrs. Thompson, Mrs. 
GallUon, Mrs. Billings, Mrs. Hemp- 
hill, Mrs. Halliduy and Mrs. Churchill. 
A vocal solo, "Firelight Faces,” whs 
given by Mrs. Johonnot. 

At the meeting of the Social Science 
Club on Feb. 24th, Mr. Edward B. 
Drew spoke upon “Chino.” Mr. Drew 
spoke from un experience of upwurds 
of forty years’ residence in that coun- 
try. Chino, he said, occupies a very 
Importunt place In the world to-day. 
It is entering upon u new phase of ex- 
istence which is making it u less In- 
teresting as u place of residence, lip 
to within a few years life there was 
in every way different from what it 
is anywhere else. There was no tele- 
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graph, no means of conveyance but 
the Sedan chair, the cart or the boat. 
In fact moHt things resembled condi- 
tions during the Mediaeval times. 
However, at the present day the peo- 
ple are becoming more self-assertive 
and tt la no longer possible to Recure 
the sort of service one could formerly. 
In 1895 after I ho Japanese War there 
began a great awakening. Li Hung 
Chang published a book the title of 
which ns translated into English war, 
"China’s only Hope,” but the real sig- 
nificance of the words is "I^eam Ye.” 
In this he said that China must adopt 
modern appliances and fall into line 
In order to preserve herself. Since 
then has come a great educational 
movement. Schools have been estab- 
lished, Buddhist idols have been re- 
moved from some of the temples and 
desks and chairs have been substitut- 
ed, boys are now scattered all over the 
world being educated for teachers and 
a great desire for learning has sprung 
up. Boys are sent to England to be 
trained for the navy and to France 
for the army. At home the national 
flag floats over the schoolhouse. The 
youth including even the girls are en- 
gaging in the athletic meets. China 
has suffered from the absolutism of 
Its government, but stepB are being 
taken to bring about a constitutional 
monarchy and it Is hoped that a con- 
stitution will he adopted within the 
next ten years. Up to the present 
time foreigners in China are under 
the protection of the government 
whence they have come, but there -is 
a move on foot to do away with the 
law. The Manchus have bad special 
prerogatives, but they are likely to be 
overthrown in the near future. There 
are many newspapers there today and 
the railroad developments have been 
many and rapid. A very serious prob- 
lem Is the use of opium and the im- 
portations have increased to an alarm- 
ing degree. They are, however, try- 
ing to better the situation and have 
made an agreement with the English 
authorities in India from which the 
best quality is imported to reduce the 
native crop one-tenth each year, if the 
English will likewise reduce their im- 
portation each year. Thus in ten 
years the problem will be solved. Mr. 
Drew gave an interesting historical 
sketch of the Empress Dowager and 
told of his own experiences during the 
Boxer outbreak. 


Mid-Winter Meeting of the Massachu- 
‘ setts State Federation. 


All roads lead to Medford on Friday, 
February 19, when the club women 
turned out by hundreds to attend the 
mid-winter meeting or the State Fed 
eration. The incoming train brought 
several carloads, while the electrics 
were crowded from all directions. The 
amused yet respectful attention of the 
railroad officials on these occasions 
brings a smile to frequenters of the 
Federation meetings. It Is ever notlc- 
able no matter in which direction or 
upon what railroad, they are not, as 
yet. ready to take the club women 
seriously. 

The meeting was held In the Con- 
gregational Church and the capacity 
of the auditorium was taxed to its 
limit. The morning session was called 
to order promptly by (he president, 
Miss Georgle A. Bacon of Worcester. 
Mrs. Llllias Folger. president of the 
hostess club, welcomed the visitors 
lo Medford. Miss Bacon in her re- 
sponse urged the women to lay aside 
the clonk of conservatism under which 
beats the heart of true progress. 

Turning to the business of the morn- 
ing Mies Bacon stated that (he Coun- 
cil Meeting of the General Federation 
will he held in San Antonio, Texas, 
on 'March 31st and April 1st. that ar- 
rangements are being made for Mas- 
sachusetts women to attend under the 
care of Raymond and Whitcomb, party 
leaving Boston on March 26. the ex- 
pense, $160; with the added trip to 
Mexico the cost will be $256. Three 
new clubs were presented for mem- 
bership, Daughters of Maine, Boston; 
Sam Walter Foss Literary Club, Low- 
ell; and Rockdale Woman's Club, 
North bridge. 

Mrs. Alice Parker Lesser, 'chairman 
of the Legislative committee, present 
ed two measures which had been con- 
isidered and approved both by her corn- 
mil tee and by the executive board of 
the Federation: The first, a bill plac- 
ing under the care of the State Board 
of Health, the production, transporta- 
tion and sale of milk; the other, a 
measure now before Congress favor- 
ing the establishment of a National 
Child’s Bureau. Both measures re- 
ceived the endorsement of the Feder- 
al loti. A resolution was presented 
from the floor favoring a kindergar- 
ten bill now before the Legislature, 
which provides for the establishment 
of kindergartens us part of the public 
school system in cities and towns of 
10,000 in habitants. This was voted 
down, not that the women do not fav- 
or kindergartens; but since the bill 
carries no penalty, the law ts likely 
to become a dead letter, or. If carried 
out, it would mean a burden upon 
many places with the result of inferior 
ones which are worse than nothing. 

The convention then turned to the 
program of the morning. Prof. George 
P. Baker of Harvard, gave an address 
upon "The Child and the Theatre. ’ 
Prof. Baker opened with this couplet: 

"I Jo who denies that the theatre 
should be 

May as well deny the world to me.” 

At a conservative estimate some 50,- 
000 persons each week attend the the- 
atres of u city the size of Boston. Tills 
estimate includes the cheap theatres 
and the places for vaudeville, but not 
the innumerable penny ami nickel peep 
shows. At least f> per cent, of these 
persons are children of school age. 

Where, he asked do we get a bet 
ter chance to control that number or 
people? We have here potentially 
something very important as a social 
question- Where does the youth get 
standards today- In the home, the 
schools, the church and the theatres. 
While the speaker would muke no ar- 
raignment against the theatres, yet it 
Is a problem that should be observed. 
Teachers say they don’t know how to 
cope with this problem of theatres. 
The children get there by begging, bor- 
rowing, or, if necessary, by stealing 
Once there, what do they have put be- 
fore them? Of the moving picture 
shows he considered that the danger 
lay in -what comes with theft rather 
than what is In them. In the cheap 


theatres they see lurid melodrama with 
bad art and execrable acting. Such 
shown mean to the child observed life, 
a school of conduct, a place of applied 
ethics, or, Tar more often for youth, of 
misapplied ethics. It Is a very serious 
problem, we ought to do more to con- 
trol cheap vaudeville and melodrama. 
Prof. Baker then went on to tell how 
this problem has lo a degree been 
solved in New York by the New York 
Educational Theatre. He described 
what he called the most completely ar- 
tistic performance he had ever seen. 
This was given at this Educational 
Theatre by a group of actors from 
8 lo 18 and no Rlar. The place was 
packed with chtldren although It was 
In the midst of the worst blizzard of 
the season, and they were giving the 
kind of attention that he had rarely 
Been here. He told of his conversa- 
tion with a Brooklyn boy by his side, 
from whom it was difficult to elicit 
anything, so keen was his interest in 
the play. At length In response to the 
question, “Why do you come here 
rather than to other shows?” the boy 
aid, "I get’B more for my money here.” 
Prof. Baker felt that if the boy gained 
io much, he would be able lo look after 
himself from that time on. The speak- 
er felt that much energy is being 
wasted by the different settlements 
in trying to have Independent theatri- 
cal performances; that they should 
combine forces, put in charge some 
one who shall make of It a business 
and an education. Then we should 
be able to see relatively the solution 
for the problem of the child of the 
slums. 

Prof. Baker wondered at the irre- 
sponsibility of the parents of the so- 
called "guarded" homes. These chll 
dren go to the theatre much as they 
buy chocolate creams. We present to 
them standards in art and in music 
but do not in the theatre. As we don’t 
give all our literature to the youth of 
15 or 16 why should we give all 
drama? The lack of concentration 
which is so noticeable among young 
people today he attributed In a large 
measure to the constant attendance 
upon vaudeville where one may listen 
or no as the act does or does not 
please. The drama should be clean 
and also artistic; if you make it ar- 
tistic It will be clean. He pointed out 
how much might be done by the 
schools in helping to set standards for 
young people. 

The speaker regretted the abseuce 
of good newspaper crltisra of plays, 

that parents might know beforehand 
what they are letting their children go 
to see. He said that such organiza- 
tions as the Federation might do much 
to secure adequate crltism. He also 
expressed the wish for a municipal 
or endowed theatre where standards 
might be set and where upon the great 
national holidays high class perform- 
ances could be given with free ad- 
mission or at so low a price that all 
children might attend, thereby keeping 
them off the streets and out of mis- 
chief. In closing he quoted from Mat- 
thew Arnold, "The theatre is Irresis- 
tible, organize the theatre.” 

In presenting the number on the 
program of the afternoon session Miss 
Bacon said that it had been arranged 
■ o bring to the attention four things, 
first, that the clubs must have much 
excellent talent which might be used 
lo advantage, second to show that 
music instead of being merely a filling 
may be a constituent part of a pro- 
gram, that the particular cantata given 
tells i he same story as (lie play given 
at the Educational Theatre lo which 
Prof. Baker had referred and lastly, 
to show that music may be made at- 
tractive to the child. The cantata, 
"Little Snowdrop” by Relnecke was 
then sung by the Oantrabrigia Club 
Glee Club under the direction of Mrs. 
G. H. Greenleaf, associate leader. Miss 
Marie Fletcher Pickering and Mrs. 
Charles H. Montague were soloists. 
Miss Aimee Lister, accompanist and 
Mrs. Florence Sears Ware, narrator. 
The whole was given charmingly and 
was a delightful feature of the day’s 
program. 

The speaker of the afternoon was 
Prof. Earl Barnes of Montclair, N. J-, 
and his subject, "Recreation as a Con- 
structive Force.” Prof. Barnes opened 
his address with this statement, "The 
Purpose of Living is to Live.” He 
went to enlarge upon this thought and 
showed the contribution of Jesus of 
. Nazareth when be said. "I am come 
that thev might have life more abun- 
dantly.” ’ There are two things which 
are against efficiency in living, either 
being too tired or not tired enough. 
One is ns bad as the other. Hecre 
at ion is the means by which the bal- 
ance is obtained. 

He went on to show how animals, 
primitive man. atul the early Greeks 
and Romans secured their recreation 
and rest from accumulated tire. The 
Homan forms were recreative activity 
that was destructive of human life, 
shows in the arena, gladiiorial coin 
bats and the like, such its appeal to 
the lower or baser forms of life. With 
i the coming of Christianity the church 
1 turned powerfully against the Roman 
I idea of recreation. And the institution 
which should have borne a message of 
joy. in reality put u sad. gloomy aspect 
upon everything pertaining to recre- 
ation. It was not until the 16 lh cen- 
tury that anyone thought of climbing 
a Mil merely for the pleasure to be 
had from the view, so in art there tt 
nothing of landscape until this time.

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The suggestion of the mayor that 
the Interests of the city demand a per- 
manency In the office of mayor has 
aroused more or less criticism, and 
the general opinion is that the public 
Ib not yet ready for such an official. 
In this connection it might be well to 
call attention to the provision in our 
city charter which will undoubtedly 
reach the desired result without sac- 
rificing the right of the people to se- 
lect the chief executive. The charter 
provides for the appointment of one 
or more "mayor’s assistants” and while 
this position in the past has been 
filled by a stenographer, there Is no 
reason why a high priced official, such 
as Mayor Hutchinson desires, should 
not hold that office. The mayor’s as- 
sistant in such case would be an ex- 
tremely valuable adjunct In our city 
affairs, giving to the mayor the benefit 
of experience, judgment, and super- 
vision, which in time he would pos- 
sess. It 1 b true that with the right 
man as assistant, the real mayor 
might become secondary, yet as we 
generally give this office for honorary 
reasons, that situation ought not to 
affect the general proposition that the 
city would be greatly benefltted. I be- 
lieve the idea is worth consideration. 

The petition for removal of street 
car tracks from Homer street revives 
an old controversy, which should 
have been settled some years ago. The 
attempt at that time to order the 
tracks removed would have been suc- 
cessful, if leas courtesy had been 
shown certain aldermen, whose action 
at the last, defeated the measure. 
There can be no question but what the 
tracks should be removed from Homer 
street, as Commonwealth avenue fur- 
nishes all the transportation needed 
for that vicinity. 

It Is a matter of local pride that In 

selecting his assistant Mayor Hutchin- 
son has chosen a graduate of the com- 
mercial course of the Newton High 
School.

THE MAY SLEEPER RUGQLE8 
RECITAL 

A , brilliant evening of song took 
plnee last Tuesday evening in the 
Pierre Building, Boston, where Mrs. 
Buggies has her studio, when eighteen 
of her pupils appeared in **An Even- 
ing of Musical Compositions by Mary 
Turner Salter.” 

Mrs. Ruggles certainly has a genius 
for program making. Thirty-six vocal 
numbers, all by one nuihor. full of 
strong, vivid contrasts, are. with con- 
sum ate skill, blended into a delight- 
fully harmonious grouping of songs. 

The music has remarkable strength 
of character, but so exquisitely Is it 
developed in vocal and instrumental 
execution thai its strength seems all 
supleness, grace and beauty. 

The Instrumentation or these songs 
is Intricate and profound, requiring 
a masterful technic for its develop- 
ment, but wllh Mrs. Salter at the piano 
the songs were blended In r setting 
of marvellous beauty. 

The program opens with a group of 
six selections, "Songs in Serious Vein,” 
Serious indeed but withal l refreshing, 
and so luminous is the music that the 
listener’s mind Is left alert and eager. 

Then conies a contrast in the three 
delicious “Lullabies” that follow. 

Next occurs the intensely dramatic 
song, "The Cry of Rachel,” soprano 
voice. 

This is followed by a brilliant piano 
selection, "Tranm und Erwachen," by 
Nicode, op 22, No. to. 

Here another swift transition brings 
in the "Songs of the Year,” In which 
the months and the seasons are made 
to sing their thoughts. Beginning 
with a group of six songs, departing 
umrner joins nature's processional and 
lakes its way through the portals of 
autumn to be clothed with the au- 
tumnal mantle of scarlets, browns and 
greys. 

The story of winter Is told in the 
three "Wind Songs.” 

Then follows a group of five songs 
hat mark the advent of spring with its 
Infinite promise. 

Then comes the group of four "Flow- 
er Songs’’ ushering in the new summer 
with its fragrance and glory. 

In brilliant climax comes the clos- 
ing number, "A Night in Nalshapur," 
a Song Cycle, sung by Mrs. Ruggles. 
This number is introduced by the 
reading of the words by Mr. Nathan 
Haskell Dole, the author. This cycle 
of six songs Is an oriental fabric of 
marvellous brilliancy and beauty of 
coloring.

SHOOTING AFFRAY 

A serious shooting affray and at- 
tempt at suicide took place last Fri- 
day evening at the home of John Bland 
on Virginia road, West Newton, in 
which Laura Bland, aged 16 was shot 
and instantly killed, Emma Bland, her 
sister shot thru the right arm and 
breast near the lung, and John W. 
Brown of Cambridge, who did the 
shooting, put a bullet into his left 
breast. 

According to the story told by Em- 
ma Bland, by her mother and by 
other residents of the vicinity Brown 
who was to have married Josephine 
Bland, who Is 21 years old, last Tues- 
day evening, but did not appear in 
West Newton during the evening, came 
to the house about 7 Friday evening. 
He waH met at the Tront door by Mrs. 
Bland, who asked: “Where were you 
last Tuesday night?” Thereupon, it 
is declared, Mrs. Bland tried to close 
the door, but Brown shoved his foot 
between the door and the casing. 

"He then pushed his way into the 
hall,” Emma Bland said, "and went 
through lo the kitchen. Josephine saw 
him coming and pulled her little sis- 
ter Isadora into a small room, saying 
she was going to save her. I ran out 
the back door, but slipped on the Ice 
and as I fell he shot me. Then he 
shot Laura and she dropped dead." 

A number of neighbors declared that 
Brown then went out the rear door 
and ran around the house to Virginia 
road, where he shot himself In the 
breast and threw away the revolver. 
Brown then ran to the house of Cole 
William, 136 Hicks street, a few hun- 
dred yards distant, where he had 
boarded up to a fortnight ago. 

The shooting caused terror In I he 
neighborhood, wliere many colored 
families live. Charles Holmes run out 
of his house and picked up Knimu, car- 
rying her Into her home. The shoot- 
ing alarmed the firemen In t lie fire sta- 
tion on Washington street, from which 
word was sent to police headquarters. 
Chief Mitchell, Sergt. Burke and pat- 
rolmen Monaghan. N eagle and Kiley 
hurried lo the place, and after sum- 
moning physicians pla(ed Brown un- 
der arrest. 

The note from Brown's mother, in 
which she gave her permission to his 
marriage to Josephine Bland, was j 
found by the police. Am Ini lance i 

Driver John T. Roche found the revol- 1 
ver which Brown is alleged to have ! 
used in Virginia road, about 30 feet 
bom the Bland dwelling. It was a, 
32-caliber weapon containing four curt- j 
ridges, three of which had been dis- ; 
rhuigcd. 1 

After the suffering of Brown had i 
been relieved us much as possible in 
the hospital the prisoner was closely 
questioned by Chief Mitchell and put- ! 
rolmun Monaghan. He first declared 
that Mrs. Bland hud shot him und that 
tie hud seen three or four revolvers in 
the house. Luier lie declared that lie 
did not know who had done the shoot- 
ing, und lie could not he shaken from 
this statement even when one of the 
victims lying in an adjoining cot made 
* contradicting assertion or when he 
was told that lie could not live.

He had begun his work 
when slrlcken with heart trouble and 
was not found until an hour later. Mr.

heart. He was an affectionate hus- 
band and father, the ramlly “'*s ap- 
pealing to him strongly, and he was 
loyal to hlB friends.

At the late Annual Meeting of the 
Red Bank in the chapel of the West 
Newton Congregational church remi- 
niscences of its early days were given 
which may be of interest as showing I 
what the little people can do. It was 
organized in 1880 by the pastor’s wife 
and she was its president for 16 years. 
It held only its annual meeting in Feb- 
ruary when the banks were brought 
in. broken open and sealed up after 
the contents had been taken out and 
credited to the boy or girl. The meet- 
ing was held at the parsonage in Its 
flrBt years but was moved to the chap- 
el when built where was ample room, 
for it was accounted the •Children's 
Festival and they turned out in full 
numbers there being 200 present at 
times. It was an occasion anticipated 
and enjoyed occupying an afternoon 
with a short address, songs, gameB< 
plays and concluding with refresh- 
ments. It was always voted a good 
time but tbiB was not all, for on con- 
sulting the secretary’s record for those 
years we find that the banks give a 
good account of themselves averag- 
ing from $59 to $80 a year and the 
whole aniounL for 16 years being more 
than a thousand dollars. A continued 
record would Increase this amount. 
This money was given lo support of 
a teacher in the mountain town of 
Egin in Eastern Turkey and it was 
equal to his yearly salary, mouey goes 
so much farther there than here. 

When Miss Marlon Sheldon left the 
home church to be a teacher in the 
Girls’ School at Adabazar the stream 
was diverted to her hand and by the 
aid thus afforded she was enabled to 
keep several girls in the school who 
without this aid could not attend. This 
is the most gratifying result of the 
Red Bank Association. There has 
been a great revolution in Turkey and 
it is ascribed in part to the influence 
of Christianity in its missions, church- 
es and schools. So may not the Red 
Bank take to Itself its little fraction 
of contribution to this great change? 

The organization is now' changed 
and meets monthly a part of the year, 
and introduces work into its meet- 
ings. Its contributions now go to the 
aid of a hospital in India. The exer- 
cises at its late annual meeting gave 
token of abiding promising life and 
enterprise. Miss Ethel Woodberry is 
its president.

qulred, the various departments can 
be put into operation and additional 
members admitted upon the co-opera- 
tive plan of a membership fee covei* 
Ing the exact cost only. 

The quick response which the Good 
Idea Club has received, not only In 
the neighborhood where it originated 
but In olher cities and towns, is a 
matter of some astonishment, even to 
the originators themselves, and Is no 
doubt due to the attractiveness of the 
good Idea. On the social side It has 
been the aim of the management to 
provide such a variety of entertain- 
ment that all ita members could enter 
Into the spirit of ench monthly occa- 
sion and find individually the form of 
'right good time” that suited them 
and make an enjoyable evening for 
one and all. With this end in view, 
the officers In charge are always open 
to suggestions as to the form each 
event shall take. During the coming 
summer months, It has already been 
proposed that various outlngB could be 
made very enjoyable, such as plcnlcB 
In the woods, excursions on the water, 
clambakes by the sea, and many 
other inviting pictures of social pleas- 
ure. 

All the plans of the club are regu- 
lated by clean, wholesome and healthy 
ideals, and are based upon an exhaus- 
tive study of social psychology, the 
keynote of which lies In the life work 
of Frlederich Froebel, of kindergarten 
fame, who pursued his Interesting 
career In Germany, (1811-1862) and 
who directed his earlier attention to 
the proper education of the adult 
mind. It is suspected, also, that his 
later work in the proper training of 
very young children was directed 
chiefly to their mothers, to the teach- 
ers who had them in charge and 
through them to the rest of humanity. 

With all due modesty, the Good Idea 
Club believes it has a solid foundation 
for the continuance of a work too long 
neglected, and bases its initial step 
into the social world upon the uni- 
versal thirst Tor genuine goodfellow- 
shlp, a moral scheme that is good all 
the time, an intellectual basis for 
healthy enjoyment, and a physical de- 
velopment that means brain as well 
as brawn. Its idea of harmony Is in- 
volved with intelligence and activity. 
Its Idea of equality means the good of 
the individual through the good of the 
group, each unit receiving such good 
In accordance with individual contri- 
butions, mentally, morally and physi- 
cally. Its idea of co-operation neces- 
sitates the self-activity of each mem- 
ber In bringing into realization the 
ideal of a successful Club, the success 
of every member thereof and to 
others through organized effort. 

The self-activity of each member of 
the club, set in motion by these prin- 
ciples of harmony, equality and co-op- 
eration, to which every member 
agrees, tactlly or otherwise, to strictly 
adhere, enables the club to carry out 
Its purposes according to the combined 
wisdom of Its members, the force of 
concentrated effort, and the practical 
value of Its ideals. 

From this outline of the proposed 
work of the Good Idea Club, It will 
be seen that the working plan appeals 
- to the whole desire of the individual 
members, whether that desire per- 
1 tains to the social, the physical, or the 
Intellectual side of life. It will also 
be seen that such a working plan is 
bound to develop and sustain the men- 
tal, moral and physical natures of its 
members, with the added value of 
these three ideas being co-ordinated, 
or cemented together in one good 

idea. 

When this proposition was placed 
before intending members, they all 
said at once that it was a “good Idea.” 
As a matter of fact the name of the 
club was merely the expression of a 
consensus of opinion. 

From week to week, we shall give 
In more or less detail, the doings of 
this interesting organization, as we be- 
lieve liiia movement has a deeper sig- 
nificance than now appears on the 
surface.

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INCENDIARY FIRE. 

A more spectacular fire nad not oc- 
cured In this city in several months 
than that which broke out early Sun- 
day morning In a stable at Pearl and 
Jewett streets, Newton, and which 
showered emberB upon dwellings with- 
in a radius of several hundred yards 
In such quantities that a score of fam- 
ilies fled from their homes In scant 
attire. 

The fire, which is believed to have 
been of Incendiary origin, started in a 
corner of the stable owned by Mr. Job 
eph L. Caverly, a member of the New- 
ton school board, and occupied by J. 
H. Seeley as a storage place for fur- 
niture. The blaze was seen from 
some considerable distance by Willie 
Armstrong, a hack driver, who hurried 
to box 17 and sent in an alarm at 1.15. 

When the fire apparatus reached 
the scene the flames had spread 
throughout the 2 1-2-story building, 
which was full of furniture and simil- 
ar articles. A stiff wind carried large 
embers onto the roofs of many houses, 
and a good part of the fire fighting ap- 
paratus was used in saving the dwel- 
lings 

Patrolmen Ryan, Desmond, Farrell 
and Good quickly aroused the occu- 
pants of the dwellings In the vicinity, 
and about a score of families threw on 
what clothing they could seize at once 
and went to places of safety. Several 
families began packing their effects 
In order that they might be readily 
moved if the fire spread. 

Truck 1 of Newtonvllle, one of the 
heaviest pieces of apparatus here, 
struck an iron fence on the estate of 
Mrs. Georgianna Buckingham, Waban 
street, while being driven to the fire, 
and snapped off about 20 feet of the 
Ironwork, apparently as easy as 
though it had been only a row of pipe 
stems. One of the horses of the three- 
horse hitch, driven by W. EllBworth 
Young, was so badly Injured that the 
apparatus had to proceed without the 
animal. The injured horse did not 
have to be killed, although it was at 
first thought that this would be neces- 
sary to relieve its suffering. j 

The firemen bad trouble in getting 
water from a hydrant on the Pearl 
street side of the stable, and It be- 
came necessary to stretch hose from 
two hydrants, considerable distance 
away. 

The damage to the stable and con- 
tents was estimated at $2500, and was 
partly covered by insurance. The 
building was gutted. There were sev- 
eral firemen Inside the stable trying 
to save some of the contents when 
the cupola and a heavy weather vane 
crashed through the roof. Several of 
the firemen narrowly escaped being 
struck. 

After the firemen had worked about 
an hour and had finally got the blaze 
under control and saved the nearby 
dwellings a false alarm was sounded 
from the same box. This brought 
more apparatus from distant parts of 
the city, the false alarm being thought 
to be a second alarm. 

Patrick A. Collins of Crescent street 
and Edward Campbell of Centre place 
were subsequently arrested for send- 
ing in the false alarm and In court 
Tuesday, Collins was fined $5, and 
Campbell $10. It was brought out In 
testimony that Campbell Bent in ihe 
alarm ut the suggestion of Collins. 

UNDER THE GILDED DOME. ! 

The most interesting matter at the 
State House this week, surpassing 
even the glittering reception given by 
Governor Draper, was the demonstra- 
tion on Tuesday in favor of woman’s 
suffrage. This hearing in previous 
years has always been of interest, and 
attracted a large audience. Tuesday, 
the crowd overflowed the largest com- 
mittee room In the state house and 
held u big outdoor meeting on the 
steps of the building, and later ad- 
journed to the common. In fact the 
procedings outside were of far greater 
interest than the formal presentation 
in the committee room. Newton lad- 
ies were in evidence In the manage- 
ment of affairs, Mrs. George F. Low- 
ell of Newtonvllle marshalling the 
speakers before the committee and 
finding time to make three addresses 
outside. Mrs. Harriet A. Eager spoke 
several times ami Mrs. S. L. Eaton of 
Newton Highlands mude a brief speech 
front the standpoint of temperance 
The affair was managed in u most 
business like manner, permits to oc- 
cupy (be state house steps until J 2.30 
and to speak on the Common having 
been obtained in advance. The crowd 
was orderly, intelligent and evidently 
represented the best class of women 
in the btate. The Bouton papers, us 
usual mude light of the movement, 
and as one lady aptly remarked, 
"made more of our dresses than of our 
addresses." This bearing clearly shows 
the inadequate manner of handling 
large affairs at the stale house. In 
Maine last week and in New York yes- 
terday, the hearings were held In the 
hall of the House of Representatives, 
where ample room could be had for 
all interested. Ju Massachusetts, large 
hearings are held In a room which 
cannot bold more than 300 at the out- 
side and where eveu the speakers on 
the measure are often unable to ob 
tain admittance.

DR. WHISTON DEAD 

Edward Andem Whiston, M.D., for 
many years a resident of Boston and 
Newtonvllle, who for more than a 
quarier of a century was business 
manager of the Massachusetts New- 
Church Union tSwedenborgian), died 
Tuesday at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. Hiller C. Wellman, in Springfield.

Vou Need Exercise 
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Addreas before Right O'clock Club 
by Judge Wm. F. Dana, Feburary 17. 

I perhaps owe an apology lo the 
club for my choice of subject this 
evening, — Lincoln's Gettysburg Ad- 
dress, — but, when I selected this topic, 

I had no Idea of ttie vast mass of 
Ltncolnlana that the late centenary 
would bring forth. I Imagine that 
there are very few of us, who, be their 
admiration for Lincoln what it may, 
have not been fairly well surfeited 
the past few weeks with orations, 
poems, sermons, memorabilia, maga- 
zine articles and editorials. And yet 
Lincoln’s life haB much to teach us. 
and It is well for us every now and 
then, even at the cost of some little 
personal discipline, to turn to the his- 
tory of our great men, and to con- 
sider what ll was in their careers that 
made them great, why dead we honor 
their memories, and what their lives 
hold for us of Inspiration and example. 

I promise, however, to be brief, and, 
for the most part, to limit myself to 
a strict narration of factB. 

When we think of Lincoln, we think 
almost Instinctively of a statesman, — 
of a man of action. 1 have never been 
wont to look to Mr. Bryan for excep- 
tional depth of Insight, but 1 can not 
help feeling, that there was a grain 
of truth In what he said the other 
day, — that. If Lincoln had not been an 
orator, he would have had less chance 
of being President. Mr. Bryan is him- 
self an orator, und not unnaturally 
takes a flattering view of the orator's 
art, — and there are orators, also, who 
have not been, and who probably 
never will be President, — yet, for all 
this, was It not, as Mr. Bryan said, 
Lincoln’s gift of speech that first 
brought him to the attention of the 
people, and that made possible later 
ills nomination by the Republican 
party, and his election to the Presi- 
dency. It Beems to me impossible to 
deny the effect of the Lincoln and 
Douglas debates upon Lincoln's for- 
tunes, or the good reputation that they 
gave to him throughout the country 
at large. I would go further even 
than Mr. Bryan. I believe, that, not 
only rlld Mr. Lincoln's literary talents 
help him upon his way to the Presi- 
dency, but tbat they were of inestim- 
able service to him in the Presidency. 
The power of words, written or 
. spoken. Is always magical.— and espe- 
cially so in a democracy like ours — 
“But words are things, and a small 
drop of ink. 

Falling, like dew upon n thought, 
produces 

That which makes thousands, perhaps 
millions, think." 

To quote only a few of the moat 
familiar of Lincoln's sayings: — 

“‘A house divided against itself can- 
not stand.’ I believe this government 
I cannot endure permanently, half slave 
and hair free." 

"This is a world of competition: 
mid he who would be no slave must 
consent to have no slave. Those who 
deny freedom to others deserve it not 
Tor themselves, and, under a Just God, 
cannot long retain it." 

"The fiery trial through which we 
pass will light us down, in honor or 
dishonor, to the latest generation. 
We say we are for the Union. The 
world will not forget that we say this. 
We know how to snve the Union. The 
world knows we do know how to snve 
It.’ 

"If I could save the Union without 
freeing any slave, 1 would do it; and 
if I could save ll by freeing all (he 
slaves I would do it; and if I could 
save It by freeing some and leaving 
others alone, 1 would also do tbat." 

"Fondly do we hope — fervently do 
we pray — that this mighty charge of 
war may speedily pass away. Yet, If 
God wills that It continue until nil the 
wealth piled by the bondsman’s 260 
years of unrequited toll shall be sunk, 
and until every drop of blood drawn 
with the lash shall be paid by another 
drawn with the sword, as was said 
:1000 years ago. so still it must be 
said: The judgments of the Lord are 
true and righteous altogether.' " 

"With malice toward none; with 
charity for all; with firmness In the 
right, as God gives us to see the right, 
let us strive on to finish the work we 
are in." 

These words fell like the words of 
a prophet upon the ears of the men 
und women of Lincoln's day und gen- 
eration. and lo-day (hey are household 
words with all Americans. The words 
of no other American statesman of his 
time have sunk so deeply into the 
hearts of his countrymen, and they 
formed an important source then, as 
•hey form now. of Lincoln’s power. He, 
with Washington, ns Washington with 
him, remain si ill our foremost public 
men. ICaeh was tlu* embodiment of 
the mi i loan! aspirations of his time: 
tan Washington hud not (he divine 
faculty of a poet, with which Lincoln 
was endowed. We quote often from 
Lli'colu, but rarely from Washington. 

This brings me finally to the Gettys- 
burg Address. Of all Lincoln's utter- 
ances, this is probably the most fa- 
tuous, and certainly has upon it the 
impress of immortality — 

"Threescore und seven years ago 
our fathers brought forth upon this 
continent a new nation, conceived In 
Liberty, und dedicated to the proposi- 
tion that all men are created equul. 
i Applattae.) 

“Now we are engaged in a great 
civil war, teaching whether this na- 
tion. or any nation so conceived ami 
so dedicated, can long endure. 

"We are met on a great battlefield 
of that wur. 

“We have come to dedicate a por- 
tion of that field as a final meeting- 
plure for those who here gave their 
lives that the nut Ion might live. 

“It is altogether fitting and proper 
that we should do this. 

“•tut. in u larger sense, we call not 
dedicate, we cannot consecrate, we 
<u m ot hallow, this ground. 

"The brave men. living dead, who 
>0 niggled here, have consecrated It 
far above our poor power to avid or 
•*e»ivct « Applause! 

"The world will little note nor long 


remember what wo say hero, but It 
can never forget what they did here. 
(Applause.) 

"It Is for us, the living, rather to bo 
dedicated here to the unfinished work 
that they who fought here have thus 
far so nohly advanced. (Applause.) 

“It is rather for us to be here dedl 
cHted to the great task remaining be- 
fore its; that from these honored dead 
we take increased devotion to that 
cause for which they gave the last 
full measure of devotion; that we here 
highly resolve that these dead shall 
not have died In vain (applause); that 
this nation, under God, shall have a 
new birth of freedom; and that gov- 
ernment of the people, by the people, 
for the people, shall not perish from 
the earth. (Long continued applause.) 

Only ten sentences, and yet they 
are a complete epitome of the sor- 
rows and the aspirations, of the de- 
feats and the triumphs, of those that 
fought the civil war. Well may Sarah 
Orrte Jewett say: "I wish that every 
school-boy and girl would learn by 
heart the great speech at Gettysburg; 
for the good English, for the beauti- 
ful humanity; Tor the noble patriotism 
of Lincoln's words.” 

What 1 b the history of this wonder- 
ful address? 

Great events oiten result from lit- 
tle causes. I wonder, who, of those 
present, have ever heard of David 
Wills— -"my friend, David Wills. Esq.," 
as Edward Everett speaks of him, — 
of Gettysburg, Pa.? And yet it was 
he, who was, though unconsciously, 
yei Indirectly, the Instrument In the 
hands of Providence through which 
the Address at Gettysburg came into 
being. 

The battle of Gettysburg whs fought 
in the first days of July, 186f». It 
occurred to .Mr. Wills, shortly there- 
after, that it would be a worthy idea 
to create a national cemetery upon 
the scene of the conflict. With Gov- 
ernor Curtin's sanction, he purchased 
the land for Pennsylvania and other 
states, and superintended the improve- 
ments. The purpose, at first, was to 
hold the dedication ceremonies on 
October 23, 1863, but Edward Everett, 
who was to be the orator of the oc- 
casion, had an engagement for t hut 
day, and, at his suggestion, the date 
was postponed to November 19. How 
little account whs made of the Presi- 
dent In the affair, is seen, when we 
observe the date of the note of invita- 
tion from Mr. Wills to him.— namely. 
November 2, — and the formality of the 
note's terms. 

“These grounds will be consecrated 
und set apart, to this sacred purpose 
by appropriate ceremonies on Thurs- 
day the 19th Inst. Hon. Edward Ev- 
sretl will deliver the oration. I am 
authorized by the governors of the 
different states to Invite you to be 
piescnt. and to participate In these 
ceremonies, which will doubtless be 
very Imposing and solemnly Impres- 
sive. It is the desire that, after the 
oration, you, as Chief Executive of 
the nation, formally set apart these 
gtounds to their sacred use by a few 
pproprlute remarks." 

Fdward Everett was to have the 
principal part in the ceremonies, and 
Lincoln was to represent the govern- 
ment merely officially. With the above 
invitation went n private note from 
Mr. Wills:— 

"As the hotels In our town will be 
’•owdert and in confusion at the time 
referred to In the inclosed invitation, 

1 write to invite you to stop with me. 

I hope you will feel it your duty to 
lay aside pressing business for a day 
o come on here to perform this last 
sad •rite to our brave citizen dead, on 
•be 19th Inst. Governor Curtin and 
Mon. Edward Everett will be my 
ruoB's in I hat time, and if you come 
•ou will please join them at my 
'muse." 

The invitation was dated November 
and the dedication was to take 
place upon November 19. There wus 
lie re fore hardly more (ban two weeks' 
mice f or preparation. Lincoln was 
• ••"H-Uv busy at this time, not only 
with the general supervision of the 
| movements of the armies, hut also 
•••lib the drafting of his annual nies- 
tnee. There was even great uncer- 
duly whether he should find it pos- 
•'hie to accept the invitation at all. 
*'i» to November 17 no definite ar- 
rangements for the Journey to Gettys- 
burg had been made. All the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet had been invited, 
bul only Mr, Seward, the Secretary 
of Siate: Mr. Usher, (he Secretary of 
he Interior; and Mr. Blair, the Post- 
master-General. were able to leave ihe 
i apiial. 

On November 17, Mr. Stanton sent 
to the President the following schedule 
Tor the trip: 

"It Is proposed by the Baltimore and 
Ohio road: First, to leave Washington 
'•'Inn sdn v morning at 6 A. M. Sec- 
ond, to leave Baltimore at 8 A. M.. ar- 
riving mi Gettysburg at 12, noon, time 
giving two hours to view the ground 
before tin* dedication ceremonies com- 
mence. Third. io leave Gettysburg at 
ti I* M . and arrive at Washington at 
midnight, lima doing nil hi one day.' 

I Int-oln apparently had no purlieu- 
1 1 * r relish for unnecessary lesis of 
uhvaieal endurance, or display of tiih- 
leilc virtuosity, and he noted this In- 
dorsement upon tlie back of St mu oil's 
memorandum : 

“I do not like this arrangement I I 
do not wish to so go that by the slight 
chi accident >ve fall entirely: und, at 
the best, the whole to be n mere 
breathless running of tin* gauntlet 
But any way 

Lincoln bad Ills way. He lefi Wash- 
ington in a special l ruin on Wednes- 
day. the I Mh. a i noon. He had with 
him the three members of the Cabi- 
net. whom i have already mentioned, 
und also the French minister, M. Mer- 
her: the Italian minister, Sr Berth 
nolti; his private secretary, Mr, Nleo- 
lay; his usslslunl private secretary 
Mr, Huy. tin our day. Secretary of 
Slate); and Captain II. A Wise of 
Ihe navy, and Mrs Wise i daughter of 
Edward Everett t. The parly also con 
t lined usual legal ion secretaries and 
attaches, a number of newspaper «o: 


respondents, and a military guard of 
honor. 

Tne train reached Gettysburg shout 
nightfall, nnd, according to the Invi- 
tation, Mr. Lincoln went to Ihe hotise 
of Mr. Wills, while ihe members of 
the Cabinet, and others of the dis- 
tinguished pnrty remained elpewhere 

The town was crowded with people, 
and there was little reRt that night 
for the visitors. Everything was tn 
turmoil, and brass-bands and glee- 
clubs were to be heard upon every 
hand. Several of Ihe public men were 
called upon for speeches, and made 
brief Impromptu remarks, among 
others Seward. He predicted that the 
war would end in the removal of 
slavery, and that 

“When thai cause Is removed, sim- 
ply by the operation of abolishing it, 
as r lie origin and gist of the treason 
that ts without Justification and with- 
out parallel, we shall henceforth be 
re united, be of one country, being of 
one hope, one amblllon, and one des- 
tiny.” 

The President was serenaded, and 
had finally to respond: 

"I appear before you, fellow-citi- 
zens, merely to thank you for this 
compliment. The Inference iH a very 
fair one that you would hear me for 
n little while at least, were I to com- 
mence to make a speech. 1 do not 
appear before you for the purpose of 
-doing so, and for several substantial 
reasons. The moat substantial of 
these Is that 1 have no speech to 
make. In my position It Is considered 
important that 1 should not say any 
foolish things. (A voice: if you can 
help it.) It very often happens that 
the only way lo help it Is to say noth- 
ing at all. Believing that is my pres- 
ent condition this evening, 1 must beg 
of you to excuse nte from addressing 
you further.'' 

Lincoln passed the night at Mr. 
Wills's house. It was at Gettysburg 
that Everett and Lincoln apparently 
met for the first time, and thai Ever- 
ett gained his first impressions of 
the personality of Lincoln. He says 
later, in one of his speeches: 

"it may seem hardly worth while to 
notice tne descriptions which repre- 
sent the President as a person of un- 
couth appearance and manners. But 
as Mr. Burke did not think it out of 
place, in the most magnificent dis- 
course In the English language, to 
comment on the appearance, manners, 
and conversation of the exiled French 
princes. 1 will take the liberty to 
say that, on the only social occasion 
in which I ever had the honor to be In 
the President's company, namely, the 
commemoration of Gettysburg, he 
sat at table at the house or my friend. 
David Wills, Esq., by the side or sev- 
eral distinguished persons, ladies and 
gentlemen, foreigners and Americans, 
among them the French Ambassador 
at Washington, since appointed French 
Ambassador at Madrid, and the Ad- 
miral of the French fleet, and that in 
gentlemanly appearance, manners, and 
conversation, he was the peer of any 
man at the lable." 

There is a tradition that Lincoln 
wrote the Gettysburg Address upon 
'he train between Washington and 
Gettysburg. But this tradition is 
without foundation. According to his 
secretary, Mr. Nicolay, to whose arti- 
cle of some years ago on the subject 
I am chiefly indebted Tor my facts in 
this paper, the Address was begun at 
Washington and finished at Gettys- 
burg after breakfast between » and 

0 o'clock in an upper room of Mr. 
Wills’s house, which Lincoln occupied 
over night. The original Ms. <so- 
'•rHedt consists of two sheets — one a 
page of the white official letter paper 
of the time, with (he printed heading: 
— "Executive Mansion, Washington. — , 
180 and the other u page of blu- 
ish-gray foolscap, of large size, with 
wide lines, ordinarily used by Lincoln 
for formal documents. That portion 
of the Address written in Washington 
is hi ink. and begins with the words, 
"Four score and seven years ago." and 
ends with, "It is rather for us, the 
living, etc." That portion written in 
Gettysburg is in pencil, and continues 
the Address from the point of termina- 
tion in the first page to the du*c. 

It appears that Lincoln held the 
Ms. of his Address in his hand, bul 
delivered it without reading it There 
are n few slight differences between 
the original draft and the short -hand 
ie ports, and these are summarized, 
aside fiom meiely verbal alterations, 
by Mr. Nicolay, as follows: 

"1. The Phrase. ’Those who died 
here’ wus changed to ‘Those who here 
gave their lives,' 

"2. The entire sentence, This we 
may in till propriety do,' was changed 
io. It is altogether fitting^ and proper 
that we should do this.' 

"3. The sentence tu the original 
dralt, 'It is rather for us. the living, 
are here for dedication, io ihe great 
task nmaining before us.' was trails- 
formed Into iwo sentences, tilin' : It 
is for its the living j nt her to be dedi- 
cated here to the unfinished work 
tint liey have thus far so nobly car- 
ried on. It is rather for us to tie here 
dedicated, to the great task remaining 
before us.' 

“4. The phrase, Shall have a new 
birth of ireedom, was changed as fol- 
lows: 'Shall, under God, have a i.v.v 
J birth of freedom,' " 

Tlie exercises occupied the larger 
• part of the middle of ihe day, and too', 
i place in that port ion of the battlefield 
dedicated io the pui poses of a uutioiiul 
I cemetery Mr Everett's oration occu- 
pied a couple of hours in delivery, and 
I Mr. Lincoln's only a few minutes, fol 
lowing Mr. E\ eiett’s. But the fame of 
the oration Is iu un inverse order to 
their length The Uicsl.icntlr I parly 
left Gettysburg in their special train 
towards six o'clock, and arrived at 
Washington about midnight. 

Mr. Everett ami Mr. Lincoln hail 
some correspondence concerning their 
respective orations, which is of an m 
terestiug character Mr. Everett had 
accompanied ihe President hi Wash 
ingtou, und sent to him the next day 
the following note: 

“My dear Sir: Not wishing to in I 
Crude upon your privacy when you 
would be much engaged. I beg leav- 
in (Ills way to thank you very sincere i 
ly for your great t bought fulness foi 
luy daughter's accommodation on the 
platform yesientav, and much Mud 
ness to me und mine at Getty Many 
Form it me also to express my givri 
admiration of tin thoughts c\:>: *• 
by you with such eloquent simplicity 
ami iippruprluu*nt<M» »: tin* . 


Hon of the cemetery. ! should he 
glad, If 1 could flatter myself that ! 
came as near the central idea of the 
occasion In two hours as you did in 
two minutes. .\1y son, who parted 
from me at Baltimore, nnd my daugh- 
ter concur in this statement. " 

Family criticism Is very likely to 
he Judiciously severe. Mr. Lincoln 
acknowledged the foregoing communi- 
cation : 

"Your kind note of to-day Is re- 
ceived. In our respective parts yester- 
day, you could not have been excused 
to make a short address, nor 1 a long 
one. I am pleased to know that In 
your Judgment the little I did was not 
a failure. Of course, I knew that Mr. 
Everett would not fall: and yet, while 
the whole discourse was eminently 
satisfactory, and will be of great val- 
ue. there were passages in it which 
transcended my expectations. The 
first made against the theory of the 
General Government being of an 
agency whose principals are the 
slates was new to me, and, as I think, 
is one of the best arguments for na- 
tional supremacy. The tribute to our 
noble women for their angel minister- 
ing to the suffering soldiers surpass- 
es In its way, as do the subjects of it, 
whatever has gone beforp." 

It Is Interesting to note that Lin* 
coin made several copies of the Gettys- 
burg Address, and, by a comparison 
between his original draft, and the 
newspaper reports, put It In Its final 
form. He made a copy for Mr. Wills 
for the Cemetery; one for Mr. Everett 
for a New York Fair; and one for Mr. 
George Bancroft, for the Baltimore 
Building and Citizens' Fair, and prob- 
ably other copies. These are all sub- 
stantially alike, and from the authori- 
tative text and the text used here. 

And so it came about that Lincoln 
delivered at the request of Mr. Wills, 
his "few appropriate remarks." They 
furnish a great lesson to every public 
speaker. He did not come as Everett 
came, to deliver an oration, based up- 
on a classic model, with more atten- 
tion to the form than to the substance, 
and with the ambition to outrival all 
his confreres in oratory. He came 
because he had a duty to discharge, 
and a message to deliver. He drew 
his inspiration from the heart as well 
as from the head. He spoke to say 
something; not said something to 
speak, and every word rang true. 
Very likely, he himself was surprised 
at the effect of his speech. Yet. for 
its beauty. Us solemnity, its simplici- 
ty, its pathos, and Its faith, if touched 
a responsive chord in the hearts of 
all mankind, and became the finest 
literary product of the war, and one 
of the master-pieces of oratory of the 
world.
